Auditor's Ruling Against 
Commissioner's Bond 
Acts Protested. 


MAJ. ARNOLD SAYS 
FRAUD COMMITTED 


Claims Information on Guar- 
dianship Commissions 
Withheld From Court. 


An impassioned plea that the 
court, at least, takes the ‘‘criminal’’ 
phase out of the auditor’s ruling 
against Commissioner Fenning’s 
self-bonding practice marked the 
hearing before Justice Siddons, of 
the District Supreme court yester- 
day. 

It was made by Frank J. Hogan, 
attorney for Mr. Fenning, who 
while contending vigorously that 
there was nothing irregular about 
the self-bonding practice, insisted 
that, at worst, it could only involve 
a ‘‘mistake’’ on Mr. Fenning’s part, 
which should not be penalized. 

The auditor’s recommendation 
that Mr. Fenning be required to pay 
the full bond premium on which he 
received a 25 per cent commission 
and that he be disallowed any com- 
migsion as guardian, was designed 
to give the ruling a ‘‘vicious crim- 
inal’ tenor, Mr. Hogan charged. 

Against Mr. Hogan’s argument, 
and that of W. W. Millan. who also 
appeared for Mr. Fenning, was the 
blow which Maj. Davis G. Arnold, 
head of the guardianship service of 
the veterans’ bureau, struck at the 
commissioner’s principal defense— 
that he could not give the commis- 
sions to his wards because of sec- 
tion 654 of the District code. 

Arnold Charges Fraud. 

Maj. Arnold contends that neither 
this section nor any other section 
prohibits Mr. Fenning from dis- 
posing of the commissions as he 
sees fit, and that Mr. Penning in 
withholding the commissions from 
the knowledge of the court com- 
mittee frasd. 

Section 654 relates solely to the 
regulation of brokers and general 
insurance agents, prescribing that 
they must have a license costing 
$50, he said, and section 655 pro- 
vides that these brokers and 
general agents may engage solici- 
tors for whom a solicitor’s license 
costing $5 must be procured. Mr. 
Fenning is in the latter class, he 
said. 

The section prohibits the payment 
of commission to any one “doing 
business in the District of Colum- 
bia not licensed as provided there- 
in,”’ Maj. Arnold quoted. Mr. Fen- 
ning can not contend, he said, that 
his wards were ‘‘doing business,’’ 
and therefore the section afforded 
no restriction to his giving the com- 
missions to his wards. 

In contending that Mr. Fenning 
committed fraud, Maj. Arnold said 
that the commissioner came into 
court, stated that he had rendered 
certain services, made certain ex- 
penditures and the like, and asked 
that the court allow him a commis- 
sion commensurate with his servi- 
ces. But he withheld the fact, 
Maj. Arnold contended, that he had 
already, or would make other 
money from the ward’s estate. 


Under Court Orders. 


“The committee (Buardian) 
* * * as an officer of the court 
acts in accordance with the instruc- 
tions of the court and is charged 
with the duty of protecting the in- 
terests of his incompetent ward 

ho is also a ward of the court,”’ 
said Maj. Arnold. “It is his duty 
to make known to the court every

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Away From Polish Capital 


Situation in Warsaw Remains Quiet, However—News 
Photographers Find Difficulties in Taking 
Pictures of Havoc Due to Revolt.

Warsaw, via Berlin, May 22. — 
While the: chances, of immediate 
further hostilities between the op- 
posing sections of the Polish army 
seem unlikely, several Americans 
with families in Warsaw are send- 
ing the women and children for ex- 
tended holidays outside the coun- 
try.

Take Carl Dunrud, Noted 
Yellowstone Ranger. 


WILL SEEK MUSK OXEN 


New York, May 22 (By A. P.).— 
Carl Dunrud, famous Yellowstone 
National Park ranger, is going to 
exchange his ten-gallon hat for a 
fur parkha, his Mexican-heeled 
boots for snowshoes, and invade 
the subpolar regions to try to lasso 
musk oxen and walrus. 

»Armed with many yards of spin- 
ning rope, given him by admiring 
Oregon friends, the cowpuncher 
with wu national reputation for 
throwing and tieing steers, will sail 
with the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History Greenland expedition 
early in June, it was announced 
today. 

When the expedition lands at 
Ellesmere Land, 700 miles south 
of the north pole, Dunrud will 
make his first try at circling the 
shaggy heads of a musk ox and the 
tusked amphibian walrus as he 
suns himself on an iceberg. Dunrud 
is a native of Montana. 

The experiment of  lassoing 
muskoxen .and walrus, George 
Palmer Putnam, director of the 
expedition said, will be made for 
the purpose of obtaining speci- 
mens of these creatures for the 
American and Denver museums. 
The Canadian government, which 
owns Ellesmere land, has given per- 
mission for the capture of a limit- 
ed number of the beasts. 

Another experiment to be tried 
by the expedition is the ‘‘banding’”’ 
of Brant geese. Effort will be 
made to capture the geese without 
injuring them. Bands_ showing 
when and where they were cap- 
tured will be fastened on their legs 
by Van Campen Heilner, -icthy- 
ologist of the American museum. 
By this means it is hoped to learn 
the migratory route of these fowl. 

They are frequently shot in a 


number of States in this country, 
but are known to frequent sub- 
polar regions. How they fly from 
regions near the pole to even 
Southern States has always puzzled 
ornithologists.

Warsaw, May 22 (By A. P.).—A 
national assembly has been con- 
voked for May 31 in Warsaw, to 
elect a successor to President 
Wojciechowski, who resigned after 
the Pilsudski military coup. 

Marshal Pilsudski has definitely 
agreed to be a candidate for the 
presidency. His friends are report- 
ed to have assured him that a straw 
vote canvassed showed 70 per cent 
of the senators and deputies favored 
his election. 

Right Parties Amazed. 

Posen, Poland, May 22 (By A. 
P.).—The decision of the Pilsudski 
government to hold a presidential 
election by the national assembly in 
Varsaw late this month has cre- 
ated a political situation fraught 
with many possibilities. 

The nationalist parties, who are 
meeting-here, express great amaze- 
ment at the decision. 

“It is beneath the dignity of the 
nation to have its representatives 
elect a new head of the republic 
in a place where so much blood has 
flowed,’” a leading conservative 
deputy told the Associated Press. 

“The argument is being used that 
foreign countries will interpret the 
selection of Warsaw as an indica- 
tion that Warsaw again is perfectly 
calm’ and normal,” he continued, 
“‘yet we of the right parties think 
that this view is too optimistic. The 
ineradicable fact is that Pilsudski 
overturned the legal government at 
Warsaw. He did it once and he 
may do it again if the new govern- 
ment does not suit him.” 


Likely to Cost Votes. 


Although the nationalists have 
expressed their disapproval of the 
selection of Warsaw, it is more or 
less taken for granted that they 
will participate in the ballot. 

“If we fail to go there will be 
chaos ahead,’’ declared one leader, 
‘as Provisional President Rataj, 
legally, alone is entitled to call the 
meeting of the national assembly 
and to fix the date and the place, 
we who stand for legalism must 
bow to his decision whether we like 
it or not.” 

Should the nationalist parties, 


‘however, refuse to participate the 


election can not take place legally, 
as a majority of deputies must be 
present, according to the oonstitu- 
tion.

Prison Wall Entombs Man

Illinois Convict’s Ruse to Escape Becomes Death Trap 
as Material Hardens, Investigation at 
Joliet Penitentiary Reveals.

A declaration in favor of a refer- 
endum in Connecticut in the sub- 
ject of modification of the eight- 
eenth amendment and the Volstead 
act was made yesterday by Senator 
Bingham (Republican), of tha‘ 
State. Others who have declared 
for such referendums include Sena- 
tors Reed (Republican), Pennsy]l- 
vania, and Bruce (Democrat), 
Maryland. 

“I would be particularly glad if 
we could have a referendum so the 
people could express their opinion 
on the direct issue,’’ Senator Bing- 
ham said. “It would be a fine 
thing if the representatives of the 
people knew how a majority of their 
constituents felt about this ques- 
tion. 

“A referendum would permit ex- 
pression without reference to any 
one’s candidacy or any other issue. 
That would guide the legislature in 
dealing with the prohibition ques- 
tion. 

“I do not believe in the initiative 
and referendum on ordinary mate 
ters of legislation, but I do believe 
in a referendum on matters involy- 
ing the Constitution.”’ 


Deputy Sheriffs to Be Enrolled. 


Enlistment of California deputy 
sheriffs as Federal prohibition offi- 
cers was ordered yesterday by Ase 
sistant Secretary Andrews, of the 
Treasury Department, under au- 
thority granted by President Cool- 
idge. to employ State, county and 
municipal police in dry law en- 
forcement. 

He announced that local officers 
would be used only in California 
for the present and that enlarge- 
ment of the Federal force would be 
confined to deputy sheriffs. No 
consideration, he added, has been 
given to countrywide application of 
the new executive order. 

Taking cognizance of criticism in 
the Senate of the new move to pro- 
vide more rigid enforcement of the 
Volstead law, Gen. Andrews de- 
clares that ‘‘this is not the time to 
talk about States’ rights, so far ag 
prohibition is concerned.’’ 

‘“‘When the people wrote the eigh- 
teenth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion,’’ he continued, ‘‘they decided 
the Federal government should 
have the police power hitherto re- 
served by the States. They forced 
us to use the police power, making 
the jurisdiction concurrent between 
the Federal and State governments. 
I must lean on the States and com- 
munities to carry their burden in 
enforcement of the _ prohibition 
law.”’ 

Check on Rival Districts. 


Authority provided by the execu- 
tive order was desired principally 
to permit closer inspection of rural 
districts, Gen. Andrews explained, 
adding that it was for that reason 
deputy sheriffs would be enlisted.

One Attacks Validity of Horse-| Sporting Club President Once 


Sought to Enjoin U. S. 
District Attorney. 


Frank Dane, president of the 
National Capital Sporting club, who 
Once attempted to use the writ of 
injunction to prevent District At- 
torney Peyton Gordon from inter- 
fering with pugilistic exhibitions, 
was sentenced to serve three years 
in prison yesterday by Justice 
Stafford in criminal court on a 
charge of violating section 876 of 
the District code which forbids ex- 
hibitions that are commercialized. 

Dane and five pairs of fighters 
were indicted as a result of the 
raid at the Arcade on January 12 
by the police of the Tenth precinct. 
The first case tried was that in- 
volving Dane and John Cody and 
Philip Raymond, who were paired 
for the first encounter. Cody and 
Raymond were acquitted as the 
jury declined to believe that they 
knew anything about or had any- 
thing to do with the box office re- 
ceipts. 

The prosecution contended that 
the club membership assessment 
proposition, under which the fights 
were staged, was merely an at- 
tempt to evade the law and that the 
assessment proposition was an indi- 
rect manner of charging the audi- 
ence and club members admission 
and therefore a violation of the law. 
Attorneys O’Shea and _ Burnett, 
counsel for Dane, noted an appeal.

Man Charged With Mistreat- 
#ment of Daughter Gets

Joseph Davis, alias Davidoff, and 
several other names, 24 years old; 
alleged New York gangster, ar- 
rested after the robbery of the 
home of Mrs. Caroline C. Williams, 
1227 Sixteenth street northwest, of 
$3,000 worth of jewelry on 
March 7 last, was sentenced to, 


by Justice Stafford, in criminal} 
court, on charges of housebreaW®ing 
and robbery. 

Davis was a member of a gang 
of six who came from New York 
city and gained entrance to the 
Williams home by flashing prohi- 
bition agents’ badges at the serv- 
ants. Fortunately, most of Mrs.

Mrs. Williams 
was gagged and a ring was torn 
from her finger. Eight servants of 
the Williams family were tied to 
chairs in the kitchen. Five of the 
alleged robbers escaped, and Davis 
was caught in the rear of the Will- 
iams home by Linwood R. Hawkins, 
manager of the Martinique hotel. 

Since his arrest Davis has given 
much false information to the 
police and code letters addressed 
to him have been intercepted at 
the jail. He was the only one ap- 
prehended, but the grand jury in- 


Herman as codefendants after their 
names had been discovered by the 
police. The other three have not 
yet been indicted or apprehended, 
but it is expected that the code iet- 
ters will throw some light on their 
identity and whereabouts.

It is believed it will 
impress upon parliament the fact 
that completion of financia] reno- 
vation begun in passing bills to 
balance the budget fully is an 
urgent requirement in order to 
avoid a repetition of the slump. 

Premier Briand and Finance Min- 
ister Peret are understood to have 
agreed on the ‘‘voluntary” conver- 
sion of interior loans as a basis for 
“x plan to provide resources for a 
sinking fund. The argument in 
favor of conversion will be the as- 
surance that. while bond holders 
will be asked to accept a smaller 
rate of interest, financial restoration 
will be followed by a partial reval- 
orization and stabilization of the 
franc. This would decrease the 
cost of living and give a greater 
purchasing power than at present 
to the income from bonds. 

The stabilization of the franc 
through settlement of all foreign ob- 
ligations also will be urged. an ar- 
gument that will be' used in favor of 
ratification of the Washington debt 
agreement.

Clermont-Ferrand, France. May 
22 (By A. P.).—The attitude of the 
French socialists toward participa- 
tion in the government will be de- 
cided for the third time in two 
years at a national convention, 
opening here tomorrow. 

The delegates will decide whether 
to help the radicals in an attempt 
to form a new Herriot cabinet, 
whether on the contrary to join 
hands with the communists in an 
uncompromising position, or wheth- 
er to stick to the middle of the road 
as they have been doing. 

The most active of the party 
leaders outside parliament oppose 
participation in the government.

of ten pieces is in solid walnut, and 
the four straight back chairs are 
upholstered in red mohair. . Deep 
red window drapes, trimmed in rich 
g0ld galloon gives this room a splen- 
dor of color more striking than in 
any other room in the house. The 
Tuscan net, trimmed with a three- 
inch bullion fringe, lends a rich- 
ness in color to this room that only 
& red background could bring out 
so effectively. The window drapes 
are suspended from a red pole 
trimmed in black. 

Unbelievable richness to color is 
added to the dining room by the 
Chinese rug of tan. A Spanish de- 
sign is woven into this rug with the 
typical Spanish riot of colors. 


Two torchiers flank either side of 
the buffet. These lamps are mount- 
ed on wrought iron stands and the 
candles are reproductions of tallow 
candles partly burned down with 
the wax running down the sides. 
The glass is amber glazed, as is 
the five-candle chandelier, hanging 
from the center of the ceiling. 

The china closet igs modeled after 
an old-fashioned Spanish treasure 
chest with long hammered iron 
hinges. A brocaded panel hung 
above the buffet depicting a scene 
from Spanish village life completes 
the desired effect in the dining 
room. , 

Double Casement. 


Entrance to the dining room is 
gained through double casement 
doors from the front hall. A 44- 
inch elaborately hand-carved writ- 
ing table decorated in typical Span- 
ish style adorns one side of the 
hall, while the arched doorway 
leading into the living room is on 
the left side. Opposite this ddéor- 
way is a built-in settee upholstered 
in red velvet. Another attractive 
feature of the reception hall is a 10- 
foot clothes closet for wraps. This 
closet has a full-sized window, 
thus affording light, which is truly 
a remarkable feature of any cup- 
board. - The runner in the hall and 
on‘the stairway leading to the bed- 
rooms is red. 

A cozy sun parlor is situated in 
the rear of the dining room, with 
south and west windows. There 
are two doors in the sun parlor, 
one leading outside. to the rear 
entrance of the house and the 
other to the breakfast room, on the 
left. 

A five-piece willow set, uphol- 
stered in flowered creton, is found 
in the sun parlor. The willow part 
of the furniture is painted orange 
and green. A grass rug of black, 
orange and green lies on the floor 
and the creton window drapes carry 
out the same colors in stripes. The 
valance is made of black oilcloth 
with an orange and black fringe. 

The Pompeiian suite in the 
breakfast room, to the left of the 
sun parlor, is the most unusual and 
distinctive furniture in the entire 
house. The chairs are of maple, 
painted black, while the seats are 
upholstered in black patent leather. 

The side drapes to the windows 
are made of Terfycloth colored in 
black, orange, red and yellow. The 
valance is red oflicloth. 

The table top is painted in 
Pompelian red, bordered with black 
and yellow bands matching a simi- 
lar design on the backs of the 
chairs. The four bronze supports 
to the table are finished in vert 
antique. 

The open-faced china cabinet 
with its arched top is an adaptation 
of the Roman arch. Both the cabi- 
net and table top are made of 
maple, with the former painted 
black outside and Pompeilan red 
inside. The cabinet rests on a 
marble stand with supports similar 
to the table. The entire design is 
a true replica of Greek construc- 
tion. 

The serving table or console is 
similar in construction to the base 
of the cabinet. 

In the sideboard the authenticity 
of colors has been carried out with 
exactitude. Four bronze columns 
in vert antique, support the ap)on 
and the curved stretcher on top is 
made of marble. Bronze lion’s 


heads with rings form an attractive 
pull for the drawers in the side- 
board. 

Linoleum Tile Used. 


Joseph Wild’s linoleum tile in- 
lay is used on the floor of both the 
breakfast room and the adjoining 
kitchen. The pattern is black and 
white squares. e 

Scottish madras curtains in 
orange and green stand out in bold 
relief against the white interior of 
the. kitchen. 

, e double drop-leaf white por- 
celain table and the four white en- 
amel chairs in the kitchen were 
furnished by W. B. Moses & Sons. 
Built-in cabinet of white enamel oc- 
cupy one side of the kitchen. The 
Servel electric refrigerator, the elec- 
tric range and all other electrical 
appliances in the kitchen were fur- 
nished by the Potomac Electric Ap- 
pliance Co. 

A mahogany grandfather’s clock 
stands on the front stair landing 
midway up to the bedrooms. This 
clock can be seen from the living 
room through a latticed balcony. A 
grilled railing. protrudes into the 
living room from this point, and it 
was from this vantage point that 
the accompanying photograph was 
taken. 

A narrow-back mahogany chair, 
inlaid in a typical Spanish manner, 
is the only other piece of furniture 
on this landing. A doorway open- 
ing to a grilled porch on the north 
side of the villa is also found there. 

Each of the four bedrooms up- 
stairs are furnished in a different 
fashion from the master room in 
front, being the most elaborately 
finished. Casement doors in this 
room open onto a balcony, over 
which an awning can be drawn. 
This balcony is located directly 
over the front hall. A _ six-piece 
carved walnut suite is found in the 
master bedroom. The window 
drapes are of striped orange silk 
and are hung on a blue pole. 

A doorway in the rear of this 
room opens into a private bath 
finished in colored tile. 


Seven Piece Suite. 


A seven piece walnut suite highly 
decorated is found in the rear bed- 
room. The curtains are of figured 
voile in orange, peach and gréen, 
with the silk bedspread similariy 


colored. This room also opens into 
the private bath, the two rooms 
adjoining each other with the bath 
between. Gray rugs with small hand 
woven Spanish rugs, brightly color- 
ed, cover the floors of all four bed- 
rooms. 

The two rooms just described are 
separated from the other two on 
the north side of the house by a 
hallway. The rear room of these 
two is furnished somewhat the 
same as the rear room on the other 
side of the hall. 

A six-piece child’s suite in dec- 
orated ivory is in the small front 
room on the left front.of the house. 
Everything in this. room is, of 
course, in Miniature, with even 
a dressing table with folding mir- 
ors. An electric milk bottle warmer 
rests on a stand beside the bed. 

The lavatory with a built in bath 
and highly colored tile, opens into 
the hallway dividing the bedrooms.

Polish Minister Explains 
Recent Warsaw Incidents 


Legation Buildings May Have Been Hit in Fighting, 
but He Doubts Intentional Shots—No Report 
of Firing on U. S. Flag Made. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
My attention has been called to the 
article dated Warsaw (via Berlin), 
May 21, signed by Mr. Wilbur For- 
rest, which appeared in today’s is- 
sue of your paper. 


This article purports to describe 
the scenes in Warsaw during the 
recent incidents leading up to the 
resignation of the president and 
the former government, starting 
out with the statement that all 
news hitherto emanating from War- 
saw has been strictly censored and 
therefore colored so as to give a 
false picture of the events and the 
present situation. 

The present government in Po- 
land is a legally constituted one 
and carries on State business in a 
normal way pending the election of 
a new president by the national as- 
sembly, as provided in the consti- 
tution. 

As shown both by official infor- 

mation received by me, as well as 
by numerous’) press’- dispatches, 
peace and order prevail in Poland. 
No confirmation of any insult to 
the American flag has been receiv- 
ed here either officially or in press 
dispatches, and I need hardly add 
that if such a regrettable incident 
had occurred, it would have been 
promptly reported to the Depart- 
ment of State by the American Le- 
gation in Warsaw. 
It would appear that Mr. Forrest 
was not present during the actual 
fighting in Warsaw, and arriving 
late on the scene, seems to have 
secured his information from biased 
and evidently unfriendly sources, 
and through giving currency’ to 
such reports has done a grave in- 
justice to the Polish nation by 
comparing the recent events there 
to atrocities committed in Moscow 
under the soviet regime. 

Much of the fighting occurred in 
one of the streets where several of 
the foreign legations are located. 


It may be possible that stray bul- 
lets struck the buildings, but to 
imply, as Mr. Forrest does, that 
there was deliberate firing on any 
foreign legation is evidence of 
mischievous inspiration as the basis 
of the said article. 

At the very outset of Mr. For- 
rest’s dispatch, he declares that 
Marshal Pilsudski, minister of war 
in the present government, is 
figuratively a prisoner of a small 
clique of officers. This statement 
is devoid of any foundation. 

As proved by the considerable 
number of dispatches received daily 
by American press agencies and 
metropolitan newspapers from War- 
saw, evidently unbiased and un- 
censored, the allegation that censor- 
ship still obtains must be chal- 
lenged. 

I consider that it would be most 
regrettable that the American pub- 
lic should form its opinion about 
Poland on such a misleading pic- 
ture of the situation, when, as a 
matter of fact, after the unfortu- 
nate fighting, peace order and con- 
stitutional government were fre- 
stored in the remarkably brief 
period of four days. 

The fact that party differences 
exist at present, on the eve of a 
presidential election, does not seem 
to me to be without precedent in 
any other country having a demo- 
cratic form of government, and 
such party feeling does not neces- 
sarily imply the existence of chaos 
and anarchy. 

As The Washington Post has al- 
ways shown a disposition to be en- 
tirely fair in its treatment of Po- 
lish affairs, I consider it important 
to place before your many readers 
a statement which will rectify the 
false impression given by Mr. For- 
rest’s dispatch.

OVER BILLS RETIRING 
DISABLED OFFICERS 


National Executive Board 
Declares Emergency 
Men Slighted. 


ASKS CONGRESS TO AIR 
QUESTION ON FLOOR 


Seven Consecutive Conven- 
tions Have Indorsed Meas- 
ure and Urged Passage. 


Declaring that the American Le- 
gion is not divided in its continued 
advocacy of the Tyson and Fitz- 
gerald bills for the retirement of 
emergency officers of the world 
war who incurred physical disabil- 
ity in the line of duty while in the 
service, and believes that Congress 
should promptly enact this legisla- 
tion, the national executive commit- 
tee, on which is a representative 
from every State, is calling upon 
the opponents of this measure in 
Congress to make their fight against 
the bill in the open upon the floor 
of the Senate and House. 

Copies of a resolution passed by 
the national executive committee in 
meeting at Indianapolis last week 
were received Friday by members 
of the Senate and House in key po- 
sitions and by all former service 
men in Congress, in which the reso- 
lution points out that the passage 
of ths bill will not discriminate 
against the enlisted men, as some 
of the opponents of the measure 
are contending, but, on the con- 
trary, will rectify the discrimina- 
tion now existing against the emer- 
gency officers. .Of the nine classes 
of officers who fought in the world 
war, the disabled emergency officers 
of the army constitute the only 
class discriminated against by the 
Congress, that body having enacted 
legislation providing retirement for 
the other eight classes of officers. 


Has Wide Support. 


Despite the unanimous indorse- 
ment of this measure by the Ameri- 
can Legion in seven consecutive 
conventions, the indorsement of 
practically every veteran organiza- 
tion in the country, many of them 
being from organizations composed 
wholly of enlisted men, who desire 
to see their officers recognized as 
were others in the more fortunate 
classes, and the whole-hearted sup- 
port of a vast majority of the for- 
mer service men in Congress, a 
fight is being waged against the 
bills by a handful of former service 
men in Congress who are doing 
everything possible to prevent them 
reaching the Senate or House for a 
vote. 6 

The attitude of the American Le- 
gion toward this legislation and its 
answer to the men who are passing 
out the word that there is a di- 
vision in the. legion is set forth in 
part in the following resolution: 

‘That the national executive com- 
mittee of the American Legion here- 
by takes this means of informing 
the members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives that the 
legion is not divided in its contin- 
ued advocacy of this measure; that 
the legion believes that Congress 
should enact this just legislation, 
and that such action will not dis- 
criminate against the enlisted men, 
but, on the contrary, will rectify 
the discrimination against the 
emergency officers. These disabled 
officers received their wounds and 
mutilations fighting in the open for 
their country. We call upon the 
opponents of this measure to follow 
the example set them by these gal- 
lant officers, and conduct their fight 
against the bill out in the open, 
upon the floor of the House and 
Senate. We grant the opponents 
their right to oppose and speak 
against this legislation, but we do 
not concede them the right to pre- 
vent the Congress from voting upon 
the bill, which they have now done 
for six years. The American Legion 
believes in fair play and we regard 
as unfair the continued efforts to 
defeat this measure through parlia- 
mentary procedure.”’ 


Four Oppose Measure. 


This measure has been reported 
favorably from the House commit- 
tee on the world war veteran leg- 
islation, but four members of that 
committee submitted a monority re- 
port opposing the legislation. They 
are Representatives Rankin, Demo- 
crat, Mississippi; Vincent, Republi- 
can, Michigan; Milligan, Democrat, 
Missouri, and Montgomery, Repub- 
lican, Oklahoma. Representative 
Simmons, Nebraska, though not a 
member of the committee, has join- 
ed hands with the opposition, and 
is vigorously working against its 
passage. . 

Unless a special rule can be ob- 
tained for the consideration of the 
measure, the indications are that it 
will be caught in the legislative jam 
at the close of the session. On the 
Senate side the bill is sponsored by 
Senator Tyson, Democrat, Tennes- 
see, and is on the calendar. A simi- 
lar bill has twice passed the Senate.

Both Mr. Hogan and Mr. Millan 
contended the inapplicability of the 
decision to Mr. Fenning’s case. Mr. 
Hogan said that as a matter of fact 
a lot of good lawyers, including 
the District Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, did not see the reasoning of 
the decision, but added: 

“Of course, we all bow to the 


Mr. Millan said that diligent 
search had failed to find a case par- 
allel to Mr. Fenning’s. Maj. Arnold 
said no one had ever contended that 
the commissioner’s case paralleled 
that of the Magruder-Drury deci- 
sion, but that the broad principle of 
law was laid down nevertheless. 

It was developed that the court 
may render two decisions adverse 
to the commissioner, one approving 
the auditor’s report in toto with 
its penalty or ‘‘criminal’’ feature, 
and the other merely disapproving 
the receipt of commissions on the 
bonds. This latter course would be 
in line with Mr. Hogan’s theory 
that the commissioner had made a 
mistake, and there would be no 
way by which the ward could re- 
cover. 

In this connection Justice Sid- 
dons recalled that no penalty provi- 
sion was contained in the Magruder- 
Drury decision. 

Maj. Arnold said that Auditor 
Herbert L. Davis had told Mr. Fen- 
ning in 1915 that double commis- 
sions would not be permissible, and 
that as a result of this decision, 
upheld by the court, this form of 
double commissions had _ . been 
stopped. ‘But. Col. Fenning did 
not disclose the commissions on 
the bonds, even after that ruling,”’ 
said Maj. Arnold. 

“The general rule that a ‘trustee 
can not place himself in a position 
wherein his personal interests might 
be antagonistic to his trust’ stands 
upon our great moral obligation to 
refrain from placing ourselves-in re- 
lations which ordinarily excite a 
conflict between self-interest and in- 
tegrity,’’ said Maj. Arnold. In ap- 
plying this principle to Mr. Fenning 
he visualized the bonding company 
getting into trouble and calling on 
Mr. Fenning to act with it in his 
capacity as solicitor to the detriment 
of his wards.

court,’’ and declaring he had sur- 
sendered to the “‘popular clamor.”’ 

“The auditor wanted to get in 
line with the wave of hysteria,’’ said 
Mr. Hogan.

In the American league 
the Yanks alone seem to be steady 
in their hard hitting stride. As a 
result they stay up on top. 


BATTING slunp is much 
like the case of a golfer 
who suddenly finds him- 
self unable to drive a ball off the 
tee. He goes for weeks getting 
cross and just as suddenly his 
drive returns. -Most of batting 
slumps are due to pressing. The 
batter, having made several 
failures, tightens up all. over 
and tries all the harder. He 
completely loses his sense of 


timing. It becomes a mental haz- 
ard. 


There are several remedies, but 
the best is usually to lay off long 
enough to get the slump off the 
mind. When I played ball I us- 
ually got out of a slump by shift- 
ing my stance at the bat and by 
bunting instead of swinging. Honus 
Wagner says he usually found the 
trouble with his feet. His plan 
was to start swinging slowly and 
easily at the ball, with no attempt 
to get force or distance. In this 
way a batter can gradually work 
back to his natural form, just as 
the golfers do. 

That is a‘ very good method. 
Some of the big batters tell me, 
though, that they have tried every- 
thing this spring and still can’t 
shake off the slump. They will 
come around in time, but in the 
meantime their clubs will not ad- 
vance.

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USING STATE POLICE. 

President Coolidge’s executive order, 
authorizing the employment by _ the 
United States of State police officers at 
a nominal salary to assist in enforcing 
the prohibition law, has aroused a storm 
of opposition from the opponents of 
prohibition and from individuals who are 
apprehensive of the encroachment of the 
government upon the powers of the 
States. 

The order does not apply to State or 
communities in which local officers are 
prohibited from holding more than one 
office. The governors of States which 
have no statute enforcing the Volstead 
act have already announced that the 
order will be inoperative in their States. 

This executive order comes as a com- 
plete surprise, and perhaps if it had been 
more carefully considered it would not 
have been issued. It raises in a new form 
the vexed question of Federal intrusion 
upon the States and furnishes a plausible 
argument to those individuals who are 
only too eager to break down all laws. 
Already the specter of a national police- 
spy system directed from Washington 
has been conjured up. The order is held 
to be repugnant to the idea of a refer- 
endum in each State whereby the people 
may register their attitude toward modi- 
fication of the Volstead act. 

The constitutionality of the order has 
been questioned. Whether it is a con- 
stitutional exercise of authority or not, 
many citizens will question the wisdom 
of an order which selects the prohibition 
law as specially deserving of enforce- 
ment. Why discriminate between the 
validity of laws? is asked. Why not 
enlist the support of State officers in 
running down piracy, mutiny, smuggling, 
counterfeiting, mail robbery and other 


crimes against the government? If it is 


‘advisable to make Federal officers of 
State officers for the purpose of enforc- 
ing one law, it would seem to be advis- 


able to use them in enforcing all Federa! 


laws. The placing of State officers under 
Federal control would be a radical de- 
parture from the present system of gov- 
ernment in the United States.

NO DISARMAMENT. 

The preparatory canference on dis- 
armament at Geneva is about to collapse, 
as was to be expected. The drafting 
committee is at work endeavoring to re- 
duce to specific propositions the vague 
generalities of the agenda prepared by 
the league of nations committee, and it 
is then proposed that the commission 
shall adjourn until August or September. 
In the meantime experts are to work in 
subcommittees on the problems outlined 
by the draft committee. In other words, 
the commission throws up the sponge. 

France, Italy, Belgium, Poland, Rou- 
mania and Finland are opposed to any 
neductions of land armaments at present, 
while their security is in doubt. Europe 
will not disarm. The nations do not feel 
secure against aggression. They do not 
trust one another, and all of them dis- 
trust Russia. They feel that their only 
safeguard is their armed men. 

France and Italy are opposed to naval 
disarmament if it means abolition of the 
submarine. The coasts of France and 
Italy and their African possessions can 
be protected only by submarines. 

If the question should become acute, 
the United States would stand by France 
and Italy in opposing abolition of the 
submarine. The Panama canal and Ha- 
wail can not be properly defended with- 
out submarines. No treaty proposing to 
abolish coast defense submarines could 
pass the Senate. 

France is opposed to curtailment of 
air force. Probably other nations hold 
the same opinion and would make their 
opposition known if necessary. Reduc- 
tion of air force in the case of France 
is equivalent to disarmament. 

President Coolidge has permitted it to 
become known that he regards as inop- 
portune the suggestion that Great Brit- 
ain, Japan and the United States con- 
sider separately the question of further 
limitation of naval armaments, with spe- 
cial reference to aircraft carriers and 
cruisers. The reason assigned for de- 
clining to consider the suggestion at 
this time is that the separate conference 
might interfere with the work of the 
preparatory conference at Geneva. But 
a better reason exists, and that is the 
necessity for maintaining an adequate 
defense of the possessions of the United 
States. It may as well be understood 
first as last that the American people 
will not stand for stripping this nation 
of its defenses. Legislation providing 
for the creation of air forces in the 
army and navy has just been enacted. 
Public sentiment demands a protective 
air force over land and sea. There must 
be aircraft carriers of great speed, suf- 
ficient to equip the fleet with airplanes 

The fact that some other nation is 
financially unable to provide itself with 
desired defense equipment is not a good 
reason for halting such work on behalf 
of the United States. Battleships are 
limited in number, and the United States 
will stand by its engagements in this 
respect; but it is idle for any foreign 
nation to expect that the Senate will 
agree to the abolition of submarines, 
aircraft carriers or airplanes. 

_ The world is not in a condition to 
warrant any nation in disarming itself. 
Europe is in turmoil, with parliaments 
suppressed by dictators whose peaceful 
professions are yet to be proved by their 
acts. Treaties are being made of doubt- 
ful import, and if past experience is any 
guide, it must be assumed that there are 
secret clauses in these treaties which pro- 
vide for military cooperation. The Mus-

between Italy and Turkey and the stir- 
rings in India and China. 

In the meantime the leading powers 
of Europe are in a snarl over the. recon- 
struction of the league of nations. They 
are trying to shape an executive body 
controlled by themselves, which shall 
direct the political affairs of Europe, 
peaceably if possible, but in their own 
interest in any event. The smaller na- 
tions are objecting to this attempt. ‘So 
there is no security -anywhere in the 
eastern hemisphere; and it is safe to 
predict that there will be none so long 
as the greater powers attempt to com- 
bine to encroach upon the rights of the 
smaller nations. Meanwhile a dark 
planet, bigger than any one of them, 
plunges in an eccentric orbit among the 
others, threatening to collide with them 
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at any moment.

only thing it will succeed in doing, is to 
adjourn.

A COURT BACKED BY WAR. 


The House committee on foreign af- 
fairs has been considering the Tinkham 
resolution proposing an international con- 
ference at The Hagus for the codification 
of international law, independent of the 
league of nations. At Friday’s session an 
interesting contribution to the subject 
was made by S. O. Levinson, of Chicago, 
who has made a special study of the sub- 
ject of sanctions in enforcing decisions 
of the league council and decrees of the 
league court. 

Mr. Levinson pointed out that the cove- 
nant, which is the constitution of the 
league and the court it has created, pro- 


vides for the use of force—war—in / 


enforcing the decisions of the league and 
the court. He held that the spirit of the 
American Constitution excludes the idea 
of using force to execute the judgments 
of the Supreme Court against a State. 
The subject was debated in the constitu- 
tional convention, and it was generally 
agreed that no sanctions should be pro- 
vided. The statesmen who created the 
United States reasoned that the States 
should not be subjected to warlike meas- 
ures by the Union.in enforcing the judg- 
ments of the Supreme Court. They 
agreed that public opinion and the neces- 
sity of maintaining the Union would con- 
strain the States to obey the decisions of 
the court. While instances of refusal 
by the States to obey the court’s judg- 
ments occurred in the early days, the 
wisdom of the founders has been vindi- 
cated long ago by the universal accept- 
ance of the court’s authority, without any 
thought of the use of force. 

Applying this experience to the plan 
for a world court, Mr. Levinson demon- 
strated that the court created by the 
league of nations can not be successful 
in promoting world peace, because its 
authority is based upon the use of force. 
War, and not peace, is its mainspring. 
Hence it is urged that the nations should 
confer at The Hague, independently of 
the league and free from the trammels 
of the covenant, to define international 
law with a view to the ultimate creation 
of a court which shall administer this 
law, which the nations will have volun- 
tarily adopted; and that there shall be 
no sanction of force behind the judg- 
ments of the court, but only the obliga- 
tion which every nation will have as- 
sumed to sustain the tribunal which will 
have been set up to adjudicate their dis- 
putes. ' 


“SIXTY DAYS.”. 

Judge Chambers, who sits on the 
bench in Los Angeles, evidently has no 
ambition to be regarded as the most 
popular man in California.

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ON MOUNT BRUKKAROS. 

Each passing day brings to the mind 
of men additional reasons for revering 
the memory of John Smithson, the ex- 
patriated Eglishman, whose fortune 
was dedicated to the creation of the sci- 
entific institution which bears his name. 

Last week The Post commented upon 
the exploration of Alaska by Dr. 
Hrdlicka, under the auspices of the 
Smithsonian, for the purpose of attempt- 
ing to trace the origin of the Indians, 
the Eskimos and the Aleuts who were 
the first to people the American conti- 
nent. Now comes the information from 
the institution that Dr. Charles G. Abbot, 
director of the National Geographic so- 
ciety’s solar radiation expedition, after 
journeying more than 30,000 miles 
through the most inaccessible parts of 
the earth, is to establish a station where 
the “‘sun’s radiation can best be meas- 
ured.” It is not the purpose of the Smith- 
sonian institution to engage in weather 
forecasting. What it is seeking to do is 
to ascertain the facts concerning the sun 
and its influence on the weather. The 
application of this knowledge will be 
made by other agencies. 

The site finally selected as the best for 
the purpose is at the summit of Mount 
Brukkaros, in the Hottentot reservation 
in southwest Africa. The mountain is 
5,200 feet high, and its summit is reached 


almost inaccessible series of rocks. But 
from that summit “‘at one time sixteen of 
the brightest stars of the whole heavens 
were visible. So exceedingly clear was the 
atmosphere that the great stars went 
blazing down to the very horizon and 
were blotted out by the hills, one by one, 
with: lightning-like suddenness.” Dr. 
Abbot learned that no one had recollec- 
tion of any rain for 10 months, and he 
therefore decided that Mount Brukkaros 
was the ideal spot for his observatory. 
It may be ideal from the standpoint of 
the scientist, but there will be few to 
envy the life of the two American ob- 
servers, W. H. Hoover and F. A. Greely, 
who will leave for Africa in July to es- 
tabksh the observatory, whence it is 
hoped they will be able to begin sending 
daily reports by wire to Washington by 
September.

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Law Passed by Virginia Legis- 
lature in 1924 Builds Wall 
Around Laborers of State, 
Says Richmond Man—De- 
clares Negro Working Man 
Deserves More Credit and 
Help. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 


Virginia legislature during session, 


of 1924 passed a law known as the 
“Emigrant Agent Act.’’ This act or 
law was said to have been copied 
after the Georgia law. The term 
“Emigrant Agent’’ contemplated in 
this act says, ‘‘be construed to 
person engaged in the 
hiring of laborers or soliciting emi- 
grants in this State to be employed 
beyond the limits of this State.’ 
Any person doing the above in Vir- 
ginia before paying $5,000 “shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor” and 
upon conviction shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than $100 nor 
more than $5,000 or may' be im- 
prisoned in jail not less than one 
month nor more than twelve months 
for each and every offense. 

The law goes ahead and makes 
the following exceptions. The pro- 
visions of this act shall not apply 
to Virginia contractors temporarily 
engaged: on contracts in other 
States, when ‘‘themselves employ- 
ing labor. for their own work.” The 
law then says again that the pro- 
visions of this act shaii not apply 
to representatives of labor organi- 
zations within State of Virginia, 
in cases where because of need of 
employment, they may direct their 
members to employment in other 
States of the Union. 

Now you see Virginia has built 
a wall around its border, defying 
users of labor of other sister States 
to come over after her labor to 
work in their State unless $5,000 
is paid. She is also walling in her 
laborers by building this wall 
around its border. The laborers 
in Virginia must get out if they 
can and in any way they can to 
go seek the opportunities offered 
in other sister States of the Union 
or be contented with whatever 
may be offered and they can get 
in Virginia or the South and be 
satisfied with the general condi- 
tions in the State and South as 
they exist. 

That’s the situation this law has 
about. This law was 
passed to hold the negro in Vir- 
ginia and the South. Why? Was 
it for the negro man’s present and 
future good, or self-interest to 
some one? This law will and does 
also affect the white man and 
woman who are willing and ready 
to consider opportunities of our 
sister States.

The negro deserves credit. He 
@ets very small wages here and In 
the South. The average negro 
looks well and cares for himself 
‘well:out of the little he gets. I 
like to see him go were he can bet- 
ter his condition. Give him the 
opportunity to try. I also find in 
my dealing with the negro that the 
average negro means well and that 
he is the best labor to be had. They 
should be given every opportunity 
to better their condition, if they 
can, if not, why? 

The negroes of Virginia and the 
South are ready, when their coun- 
try calls them to fight for their 
flag. They have shown it. Why 
legislate against him? Why not 
help him?

Idaho Banker Says that Con- 
cessionaires in Yellowstone 
Park Prevent Reservation 
From Being Really a Play 
Ground of the People—An 


Investigation is Asked. 

To the Editor of The Post, Sir: 
We note in your issue of April 27, 
1926, an article in regard to Yel- 
lewstone Park. This article, with- 
out a doubt, was written by you, be- 
lieving that it was the actual con- 
dition which exists in this part of 
the country. The farmers of Fre- 
mont and Madison counties of Idaho 
are trying to get a place where they 
can store water for irrigation pur- 
poses, as well as a place whereby 
the State of Idaho could have ad- 
ditional room fer propagating the 
cut-throat trout which is becoming 
scarce in this Western country. 

It has been reported to different 
papers and claimed before the in- 
vestigation congressional commit- 
tee that certain interests were try- 
ing to get this part of the park for 
their own benefit. This is not true. 
If you will come, or send a repre- 
sentative of yours out here to fh- 
vestigate this proposition and talk 
with the farmers of Fremont and 
Madison counties, you will find that 
they are the only interests who are 
trying to get this segregation from 
the park. 

These people. at the commence- 
ment of the war, were requested 
the same as those all over the 
United States, to produce crops for 
the purpose of not only feeding 
American soldiers, but also our 
allies. They tried to do that to the 
best of their ability. They planted 
every available foot of ground to 
crop, so as to raise more for the 
purpose of feeding the people, 
which in this country should not be 
done as under the dry-farming con- 
ditions, we must summer fallow. 
Unfortunately, in 1919, when we 
were supposed to have raised this 
enormous crop, we had a dry sea- 
son, practically an entire failure 
through this country. In 1920, 
1921, and 1923, we were again 
very short of water and on account 
of not having irrigation water to 
take care of our crops, many of the 
farmers through this part of the 
country, lost their craps. For the 
same reason, four banks have 
failed, three banks have volun- 
tarily quit business, and other 
banks have lost a very great 
amount of money, not being able to 
get liquidation from the farmers 
whom they had helped as per the 
request of the Federal reserve bank 
at that time. 

Now, the size of the park is 
3,240 sections, and the part that 
we are trying to take away is 56 
sections. The State of Idaho is 
willing to turn over to the park as 
per the session.of the legislature 
in 1921, 135 sections of land in 
place of what is to be taken away. 
The State of Idaho has protected 
the game, especially the moose, not 
having had an open season on them 
for the past fifteen years, and are 
willing and will continue to protect 
both the elk and moose and other 
game and fish in the future. This 
part which the farmers of Fremont | 
and Madison countries of Idaho 
would like to take away from the 
national park for reservoir pur- 
poses is not a fit place for either 
moose or elkgto winter in, whereas 
the part which the State "of Idaho 
is trying to turn over to the park 
is a very good place for elk and 
moose and they can be found in 
that section every winter. 

To get at this matter in an ac- 
curate way so that you can do jus- 
tice to the people of Fremont and 
Madison counties, Idaho, as well as 
to give the true conditions to the 
readers of your most valuable 
paper, I believe that as above 
Stated, it would be best for you to 
either send a representative for in- 
vestigation or come yoursif. 

The Sinnot committee which rec- 
ommended the changing of the 
boundaries in different places of the 
National Park, we have been in- 
formed, came through this part of 
the country but so far I have not 
been able to find any one with the 
exception of one man who has had a 
personal talk with that committee. 
They did not as I believe, make an 
effort to find out the true condititon 
which exists in Fremont and Madi- 
son counties. We of course appreci- 
ate what has been done by the Con- 
gress of the United States giving us 
the American Falls Dam but as our 
land is very much higher than the 
American Falls Dam and very fre- 
quently the water is so scarce in the 
mountains, of which there is a 
chance this year again that there 
will not be any water in the river, 
we haven’t a possible show of get- 
ting water in the dry seasons when 
we need it for irrigation purposes. 

The National Park which has 
been set aside by the government 
for a playground for the American 
people, is exploited today by the 
people who hold the concessions in 
there and the people haven’t the 
privilege of making as much of a 
playground out of this park as is 
commonly believed. If you would 
take an old Ford and travel through 
the park, you will find that the yel- 
low buses are the ones who will 
keep the road and you will take 
the side. Mr. Mather, Allbright, 
Gregg, and others who are opposing 
us so greatly in the matter of get- 
ting this segregation are the ones 
who want more addition to the park 
and are trying to take part of 
the Teton mountains, to which, of 
course, in the course of time the 
roads will be hilt, and whenever 
that is done, they will have a chance 
through the concessions which are 
are now held by the companies, to 
hold the visitors longer in the park 
than they can now. At the present 
time, of course, these places are in- 
accessible and the only way to get 
to them is on horseback. 

This part which they propose to 
add to the park is a place where 
filings have been made by _ the 
farmers of Fremont and Madison 
counties, Idaho, some.of them as 
far back as ten years, and up to 
date, sc far as I know, no single 
filing has been granted to these 
people. If they would only give 
us efiough small sites where we 
could store water, which of course 
would be far more Mi nsive to the 
farmers than bolle 6 Fall river 
basin would be, I am quite sure it 
would be satisfactory to the people,

the most minute scrutiny and cru- 
cial tests which could be conceived 
in the minds of a thoroughly or- 
ganized group of his bitterest ene- 
mies. I refer to Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook, whose claim to the discovery 
of the north pole antedates Peary’s 
by nearly a year, and who now 
languishes in a Federal peniten- 
tiary while the name of the man 
who, through the medium of un- 


of his own sponsors, succeeded in 
discrediting his rival in the eyes of 
a technically ignorant and extreme- 
ly gullible public, is still heralded 
generally as the discoverer of a 
mathematically minute point on 
this earth’s surface which an ana- 
lytical reading of his own book 
(Peary’s ‘“‘The North Pole’’) will 
suffice to prove he could not pos- 
sibly have reached. 

In the final analysis, the validity 


solely on the plausibility and free- 
dom from confliction of his own 
narrative. Peary’s statement that 
he traveled without taking a single 
longitudinal observation direct to 
the pole and back to Cape Colum- 
bia, without deviating at any time 
from the 70th meridian, ‘“‘returning 
in the footprints of his outward 
march,’’ is absurd to any one fa- 
miliar with the arctic drifts, while 
his phenomenal claims for speed 
render his entire narrative difficult 
of credence. 

On the other hand, despite the 
attempts of Peary and his friends to 
discredit Cook’s claims, there is no- 
where to be found in the latter’s 
book, ‘‘My Attainment of the Pole,’’ 
a single statement that has>-ever 


be actually disproven, what right 
has any one to say he did not reach 
the north pole? It is unfair and un- 
American to convict a man without 
a trial. There can be no doubts in 
the mind of any one who takes the 
trouble to study the matter but 
that Cook’s claims are at least as 
valid as Peary’s, and it must be 
admitted that if Cook did reach 
the pole he got there before Peary 
did; hence, neither Peary nor Com- 
mander Byrd, but Frederick A. 
Cook is entitled to the honor of its 
discovery. 

lf Commander Byrd’s statement 
that he ‘‘found conditions at the pole 
as described by Peary’’ is to be con- 
sidered as a substantiation of the 
latter’s claims, it must, by the same 
token, be regarded as additional 
proof that Cook is the discoverer, 
since Peary in his book states, in 
effect, that he found conditions at 
the pole exactly as Cook had pre- 
viously described them. Thus, if 
Peary’s claims are to be taken se- 
riously, here is gplendid evidence in 
favor of Cook, given by his own 
rival, whose attitude toward him 
had heretofore been marked by a 
decided lack of sportsmanship. 

I have no desire to appear skepti- 
cal as to Commander Byrd’s claims 
of having flown to the pole. They 
will probably be fully substantiat- 
ed by inspection of.the instruments 
he carried, which neither Cook. nor 
Peary possessed. In the absence of 
absolute proof to the contrary, 
there sis no fair. alternative but to 
accept Commander Byrd’s claims as 
genujne. Why, however, should not 
Cook’s claims be accorded the same 
fair treatment and the recognition 
due an achievement which is un- 
paralleled in the annals of polar 
exploration?

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
The suggestion made yesterday by 
Admiral Ralph Earle, U. 8S. N., re- 
tired, formerly chief of navy ord- 
nance, now president of Worcester 
Polytechnical institute, that in rec- 
ognition of Commander Richard 
Evelyn Byrd’s wonderful flight to 
the northspole and the glory there- 
by achieved for the United States 
Congress or the American people 
should buy Westover, the old fam- 
ily home of the Byrd’s in Virginia 
and present it to’. Commander Byrd 
as a merited tribute to his great 
work is one that should be put into 
operation.

Byrd courteously 
let his companion, Floyd Bennett, 
guide the plane over the pole, he 
gave Bennett great credit on his 
return, he paid Peary two graceful 
tributes at the pole, by refraining 
from:dropping the American flag, 
since Peary had previously so done, 
and by standing at attention and 
saluting Peary as his plane passed 
over the pole. His polar work 
done, Byrd next flew on an errand 
of mercy to the relief of two Nor- 
wegians marooned on an isolated 
spot of Spitzbergen, risking his 
life to bring them food.

Tagging of a Driver Waiting 
to Park in a Spot Being 
Vacated by Another Car is 
Said to Make Traffic Law In- 
terpretation Ridiculous. 


To the Editor of The Post, Sir: 
The press from time to time has 
had stories of complaint against the 
present operation of the traffic laws 


in the District of Columbia. Asa 
result of this protest the epidemic 
of fines for trumped-up -charges of 
traffic violations has somewhat 
abated. 

Apparently, the latest rule to be 
played up by the traffic officer is 
that of pouncing upon operators of 
vehicles who are waiting for cars 
to pull out from the curb in order 
that they can occupy their places, 

To be specific, in New York ave- 
nue, today about noon, between 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, 
I was seated in my car waiting fora 
car to pull out from the curb. For 
more than fifteen minutes previous 
to that I had gone ahead, up and 
down and back again, trying to find 
a place to park. A great many other 
cars were doing just what I was do- 
ing—going ahead, backing, turning, 
stopping, going ahead, backing, 
waiting for a chance to get in and 
up to the curb. A policeman of the 
First precinct immediately took 
this as an occasion to tag every car 
standing still, claiming that it was 
a violation of the law, which states 
that a car occupied or unoccupied, 
standing on the street, was violat- 
ing a law. 

I presume this was a general in- 
struction and the policeman was 
not acting on his own initiative. But 
if this law were to be applied every 
street intersection of the city would 
immediately be manned by squads 
of police who would engage, as they 
previously went about tagging over- 
parking offenders, in tagging those 
cars waiting for the officer to turn 
the semaphore to ‘“‘Go ” and they 
would be perfectly within the law 
in tagging every car standing still. 

It is my understanding that the 
law is for the purpose of promoting 
public safety and that traffic laws 
aro to encourage the smooth mov- 
ing of traffic with the least possible 
annoyance to pedestrians and ve- 
hicles. The present traffic laws are 
being interpreted in such a way as 
to make the law ridiculous and to 
take away from the law that re- 
spect to which it should be entitled. 
It places every citizen in the way of 
being haled into court on the 
slightest provocation by an officer 
of the law. It gives Washington a 
reputation far from desirable—as 
being a city which does not know 
how to handle its traffic. It subjects 
citizens to fines and indignities, to 
say nothing of injustice.

Not long ago I read in the columns 
of your paper that Rodrigo Octavio, 
of Brazil, had rendered a decision 
against the United States relative 
to some of our difficulties in Mex- 
I regret to confess that I have 
not followed this matter closely 
and am not well informed about 
it. But I do know Rodrigo Octavio, 
and my instant reaction to this 
news was: ‘‘Well, if he has rendered 
such a verdict, it must be right! 
He is incapable of being other than 
just, wise and true.’’ I am not an 
American who believes America can 
never be in the wrong, because that 
would neither be human or possible. 

During a residence of more than 
two years in Rio de Janeiro, when 
my husband was naval attache 
there, we had the great privilege 
of friendship with Rodrigo Octavio 
and his family, whom we saw on 
Many occasions and by whom we 
were charmingly entertained in 


both their Rio and Tijuca homes. 
We thought him the most perfect 
example of a gentleman one could 
conceive, generous, courtly, kind, 
sincere and, lovable. Indeed, I 
used to marvel at the strong re- 
semblance he bore to my own 
father, who was born in Maine, 
while he was born in Brazil! <A 
resemblance not only of character, 
but even of personal appearance 
and expression, the latter less sur- 
prising, as the character of both 
shone in their faces. 

While we were in Rio, Rodrigo 
Octavio was attorney general of 
Brazil and had fecently represented 
his country at the League of Na- 
tions. “They could not have 
chosen a finer representative,’’ we 
said. A few days ago I received a 
very kind letter from him just be- 
fore he sailed from New York on 
his return home. I take the liberty 
of quoting one paragraph only, 
trusting that in so doing I am be- 
traying no confidence: 

“I leave today for Brazil, and 
very mortified by all that I have 
suffered recently, and the fact that 
I have been obliged to render a deci- 
sion against your country is not the 
least cause of my mortification.

P. §.—It seems to me that one of 
the faults of the present system is 
this practice of going to a desig- 
nated station, putting up collateral 
and then appearing for a trial, if de- 
sired, the following day. If the 
normal system were in vogue, 
where a person is called to appear 
at a certain date and hour, where 
his case is brought up for trial and 
he has the opportunity for getting 
witnesses and legal counsel, the ad- 
ministration of justice would not 
only be more correct but also more 
certain, for the reason that when 
a man has gone down to the court 
and put up $5 collateral, he values 
his time too much to go down to 
court and wait around for his case 
to be tried. So, whether a man be 
innocent or guilty, he pays his col- 
lateral and forfeits his fine. He 
may be angry; he feels the injus- 
tice which has been done him; still 
he would rather lose the $5 than 
wait around seeking justice. The 
result of such a system in Wash- 
ington has been the development of 
a certain cocksureness and assur- 
ance among the police officers, be- 
caase they know the mén have to 
pay the collateral and that in no 
case except in court will they ap- 
pear for trial, so it encourages 
them to be careless in the admin- 
istration of justice, careless in the 
regulations which control offenses 
calling for fines.

Raw Materials is Relative Term, 
Writer Points Out in Discussing 
Editorial. 


To the Editor of the Post—Sir: 


In answer to certain points raised 
in your editorial ‘Agricultural 
Costs,” of May 18, 1926, relating 
to “raw materials,’’ it may be said 
that each opposing faction is right 
in its respective view. The vege- 
table oil producer is correct in con- 
tending that his products are ‘‘fin- 
ished,” just as the fafmer might 
maintain that wheat ‘ his ‘“‘finish- 
ed” product; the rafller, his flour; 
the baker, his Bréad; so is the soap 
manufacturer justified in assert- 
ing that Wégetable oils are his “raw 
materin%s.’” Thus it will be noted 
that “raw materials’ is a relative 
term. One producer’s ‘“finished’’ 
préduct reverts to another’s “raw 
tnaterials’’ and vice versa. The 
policy. of permitting ‘‘raw materi- 
als’’ to enter free of duty is offset, 
in this case, by the consideration 
of protection of domestic producers 
of like or similar articles. 

All of the fairly well established 
‘raw materials,’’ it should be sug- 
gested, do not enter the United 
States free of duty. Is not wool the 
“raw material” of the textile manu- 
facturer; flaxseed of the oll 
crusher; tobacco of the cigar 
maker? In all these cases the prin- 
ciple of protection to home indus- 
tries outweighs the free trade policy 
in respect to ‘‘raw materials.’”’ 

If the accountant wishes to ob- 
tain the cost of production of thea

(any such things as ‘raw materials,’ 


except the trees of the forest and 
the ores of the mines?’’

The second Pan-American Red 
Cross conference will open Tues- 
day morning at the Red Cross build- 
ing for a twelve-day meeting. A 
closer relationship between the Red 
Cross organizations of the various 
American countries is expected to 
result from the meeting.

The delegates 
will attend a luncheon given by the 
American Red Cross at 12:30 
o'clock and in the evening will be 
entertained at dinner in the New 
Willard hotel by the League of Red

Two Kinds of Aches. 


When a tooth aches, it causes a 


"varied lot of pains. The pain is due 


to inflammation inside the tooth or 
‘to inflammation just outside of the 
tooth in the membrane surrounding 
it, or in the jaw bone. 

The pain is due to an infection. 


It spreads in the same manner that ' 


an infection would spread in the 
skin. It inflames the nerves of the 
jaw bone so that we often find the 
toothache to be not in the tooth, 
but in that part of the jaw bone 
surrounding the tooth. 

When the ache is in the nerve or 
pulp of the tooth, extraction usually 
relieves the pain and little trouble 
follows. When the ache is just out- 
side of the tooth, pain will remain 
after extraction. This may keep up 
for a few days or it may take weeks 
-before the bone is healed and 
healthy. 

The bone heals slowly. for the 
Hones of the jaw are different than 
‘bones elsewhere in the body. They 
‘are not xgichly supplied with blood, 
“and since all healing is done by 
the blood, it takes a longer time 
for the inflammation brought on 
‘by the extracted tooth to pass out. 

! A clean mouth will aid rapid 
healing. There are always bacteria 
‘in the mouth and an unclean mouth 
means slower healing and much 
afterpain. 

: ‘The personal factor has a lot to 
do with the rapid healing after ex- 
traction. Sone people seem natural- 
ly immune to types of infection 
When they 
do have a tooth extracted, their 
wounds heal rapidly and without 
much trouble. 

Others, less fortunate in the 
possession of this*immunity, have 
difficulty after an extraction. 


Dry Socket, 


Spaces in the bone 
teeth fit in are called sockets. 
‘ When this space is not richly 
supplied with blood, we have a con- 
‘dition known as “dry socket.’’ This 
‘is quickly recognized by the patient 


‘on account of the pain that follows | 


‘extraction. 
After a tooth is extracted. many 


merve endings are exposed to the 


‘air. This makes the socket sensi- 
tive. When there is profuse bleed- 
‘ing, these endings are covered with 
blood which. clots, thus forming 
continuous’ protection for’ the 
socket until it is healed. 

’ Certain diseases such as diabe- 
‘tes, tuberculosis and syphilis will 
often cause a delayed healing. A 
general ‘rundown condition will 
‘cause slow healing. If the patient 
is in good health, he can easily 
overcome many of the difficulties 
that follow toothache and extrac- 
tion of teeth. 


; * VPirst Aid Treatments. 
The best way to treat an aching 


,, ooth is to go to the dentist im- 


‘mediately. Toothache may occur 


under circumstances where a den-" 


ist is not avatiable at once so that 
the following methods may be used 
to temporarily relieve the condi-

RESERVE PROMOTION 
RULE TO BE REVISED 


Belief Expressed in Army That 
the Time Required Is 
Too Brief. 


Revision of those paragraphs of 
the army regulations pertaining to 
appointment and promotion of re- 
serve officers in grades below that 
of brigadier general soon will be 
undertaken in the War Department. 
Corps area commanders have been 
called upon for such recommenda- 
tions in the matter as they may de- 
sire to submit. 


In certain quarters there is a 
strong feeling that the present re- 
quirements as to the minimum time 
to be served in one grade before a 
reserve officer may be promoted is 
far too short, and it is claimed that 
this time should be doubled. It is 
pointed out that the facilities for 
training are so limited that it is 
not possible for a reserve officer to 
qualify for promotion in the mint- 
mum time prescribed. ' 

Moreover, officers of the regular 
army, although they are in a status

In a bulletin to the post com- 
manders in the District, past de- 
partment commander and chairman 
of the legion’s poppy committee 
pointed out the purposes of the 
campaign as follows:

“Do not become engaged in con- 
troversy with either the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars or the American 
Legion Auxiliary poppy sales per-. 
sons. They are operating under 
the same permit and for the same 
purposes that you are operating. 
Work together in harmony and 
understanding. There should be no 
friction. We are all veterans and 
allied organizations, working to- 
gether to raise money to carry on 
welfare work, and there is room 
enough for all to get along to- 
gether amicably.”

Plenty of real tools 
should not prevent a good workman from going right ahead with his 
job. From these, the largest studios in the world, there have been 
turned out in two years pictures that belie insinuations made in some 
quarters. ‘‘The Big Parade”’ is one answer.

.* has come to a point now where producers can not make enough 
pictures to satisfy the demand. The good pictures, of course, are 
what create this. A series of bad pictures, and the public slides back 
into a state of indifference. Men in the business must keep an ear to the 
ground, an eye on the heavens, a hand on the pulse of the nation. 

Many a poor picture has been given its start with good advertising 
and high-powered publicity; but even with that the public usually has 
s way of knowing what is good and what ig bad: what it wants and 
what it does not want.

though—any kind of a picture!” gt 

Well, it will not exist much longer; for as the days go on, and the 
years, the public becomes educated to a certain standard and this must 
be upheld.

Louise Sparrow has achieved. She 
has studied with Mr. Bush-Brown 
and Bela Pratt in Boston, and has 
modeled a tablet to the memory of 


her husband, Capt. Herbert George 
Sparrow, who was lost on the Ta- 
coma. This tablet has been erect- 
ed in Annapolis. On Memorial day 
there will be a ceremony of pre- 
senting to her son Herbert the 
sword of his father. The sword 
will be presented by the men of the 
Herbert Sparrow post in Camden, 
N.’ J., who every Memorial day 
place flowers On the captain’s grave 
in Arlington. 

This recalls the fact that Mrs.

Etchings on View. 

Miss Isabell Furbank has some 
water colors and etchings done by 
Capt. Francis William Langstaff, 
of London, which she has on view 
at 1401 Twenty-first street to con- 
tinue through the coming week. 


These water colors are delicate and 
exquisite impressions of London, a 
few landscapes and Egyptian views 
that are rare indeed. The etchings 
seem to have an entirely new 
method of printing. The line is 
bitten in deeply to the extent of 
producing a rough surface on the 
print. There is much depth to 
the tone of these prints, which 
seem to be printed on a dark paper 
which adds to the depth. The 
views of London are especially 
good, notably of Westminster, the 
Bridge, St. Paul’s and the Royal 
Exchange. The artist has his own 
way of seeing the buildings in a 
new way that is poetic. The same 
subtlety of perception is in evi- 
dence in the water colors, which 
are most of them quite small in 
size, although the Egyptian views 
have largeness in conception and 
epth.

Designs may be in black and white 
or in color. If a color scheme is 
suggested, the design should be 
capable of reproduction in black 
and white without material loss to 
its effectiveness. 

The name of the society, its ini- 
tials, a motto, or other letters or 
wording mey be incorporated in 
the design, provided their elimina- 
tion for miniature reproduction can 
be accomplished without detriment 
to the design. 

Name and address of the artist 
must appear on the back vf the 
drawing. It is intended to submit 
the drawing to the judges displayed 
on a wall, consequently they wil! 
be anonymous in so far as the 
judges are concerned. 

Drawings must be received by 
Maj. P. D. Glassford, Washington 
barracks, not later than November 
1, 1926.

istered’? plumbers, or municipal li- 
-censes to do such work, and per- 
haps still more so, why we have 
| such rigid rules for installation and 
‘why inspection by a corps of city 
‘employes is necessary. 

Briefly, rules and inspection were 
‘'yaade necessary through the great 
‘growth of cities and competition 
'among plumbers, 
| In olden times a plumber was a 
‘specialist in what was really an 
‘art. We took much pride in his 
‘work. both as to the manner in 
iwhich it was installed and its ap- 
‘pearance. The plumber, too, usually 
served a long apprenticeship under 
a competent teacher. In England 
‘and Germany they served nine 
years before being allowed to work 
for themselves, and through their 
‘guild (or union) took care to see 
that each did his work properly 
and well. In this country the ap- 


form practice among the plumbers 
as far as the installation of plumb- 
ing work inside of buildings was 
concerned. 

Evidently following his recom- 
mendations early in 1874, and again 
in 1875, the then board of health 
called attention of the temporary

listener will not stand the test of 
time, and that unless means are 
found for direct payment by the 
radio listener, the present structure 
will fail.

‘how is this elaborate structure of 
service to be permanently sup- 
ported?

High-power Broadcasting. 


The high-power broadcast sta- 
tion is an accomplished fact, and 
the results obtained from our early 
experiments indicate that the im- 
proved serycie to listeners 
thus rendered is a valuable contri- 
bution toward the permanence of 
broadcasting. 

Greater distances are now cover- 
ed consistently and programs fur- 
nished to homes which hitherto 
were out of the reliable reception 
range. The summer-time range of 
broadcast transmission has thus 
been materially extended, and this, 
of itself, should tend to flatten out 
the yearly sales curve in radio. 

It is estimated that a superpower 
Station, such as that of the Radio 
Corporation at Bound Brook, N. J.. 
which was designed for an outypit of 
50 kilowatts, has a listening audi- 
ence of approximately 6,000,000 
people, and when programs of out- 
standing merit are broadcast, the 
audience frequently totals 15,000.- 
000. Add to this the service of- 
fered to broadcast listeners through 
the periodical linking of numerous 
broadcasting stations by wire or by 
radio, and it is evident that good 
service is being rendered to a very 
large percentage of the nation’s 
population.

Elements of Support.

‘1. The radio industry—whether | 


by voluntary or by organized group 
effort, the radio inlustry must and 
will continue to congribute towards 
the maintenance o broadcasting, |° 
for it is clear that without broad- 
“rasting there can be no radio in- 
dustry. 

. Commercial broadcasting—Ra- 
dio. by virtue of the opportunities 
it has opened for mass appeal, is 
bound to become an important eco- 
nomic force. Whether the tech- 
nique which commercial broadcast- 
ing will develop will tend toward 
institutional good will or any other 
form of appeal, it has become ap- 
parent that there is a definite place 
in business economy for this char- 
acter of service. The doctrine of 
public service enunciated at the re- 
cent Washington conference, and 
the force of self-interest, I believe, 
will determine the situation, for no 
broadcasting station can be blind to 
the fact that the loss of public 
good will means the loss of public 
confidence, and no advertiser will 
be so blind to his own interests as 
not to know that only public ad- 
ceptance can make his meégsage of 
any value. 

3. Organized educational sup- 
port—tThe day will come, I believe, 
when every metropolitan board of

Shows Increase in 1925. 


Two hundred seventy-eight mil- 
lion six hundred thousand large 
incandescent lamps were sold in 
the United States in 1925, a 6 per 
cent increase over 1924 and a 140 
per cent increase in the last ten 
years. The average retail price of 
Madza lamps is over 40 per cent 
less than in 1914.

RADIOPHONE ABROAD 
NEXT, SAYS EXPERT 


Engineers Working to Make 
Commercial Conversa- 


tions Possible. 


Although the transatlantic radio- 
phone experiments between 
York and London have 
highly successful, 


yet. 
willing to make definite predictions 
as to the likelihood of regular com- 
mercial transatlantic telephony,’’ 
writes Edgar Felix in a_ special 
article in the June Radio Broad- 
cast magazine. 

‘When this does come about,” 
he says, “to speak to some one in 
Europe, you need merely call the 
long distance operator and give her 
the usual information. It must be 
borne in mind that the tests are 
being conducted by engineers who 
have devoted several years to the 
design and maintenance of the ex- 
perimental single side band trans- 
mitter. To be commercially prac- 
tical, it must be within the prov- 
ince and ability of commercial per- 
sonnel to maintain and operate the 
complex equipment. 

For ordinary messages of greet- 
ing the apparatus of today is ade- 
guate, when conditions are favor- 
able, but the commercial possibili- 
ties of transatlantic telephony will 
not be fully realized until the sys- 
tem is perfected to such a degree 
that it can be used without flaw 
for business, news and official con- 
versations. This requires an ade- 
muate degree of secrecy, adding 
still further complications. Means 
have already been developed, how- 
ever, for attaining the same degree 
of secrecy in radio transmission as 
18 possible for wire communication. 
Undoubtedly, this work can be suc- 
cessfully applied in single side band 
transmission.”’

BEACON WILL LIGHT 
SKIES IN COLORADO 


Broadmoor Hotel to Install 
24-Inch Searchlight in 


Rocky Mountains. 


A shaft of light from a high can- 
dlepower searchlight will soon be 
piercing the darkness of night in 
the Rocky mountains. A 7,500,000 
beam candlepower, 900-watt, avia- 
tion-type beacon is to be installed 
by the Broadmoor Hotel Co. on the 
top of its summit house on the 
Broadmoor - Cheyenne Mountain 
highway. It will play over Colo- 
rado Springs and the surrounding 
country. The beam will supplement 
the lights which have already 
blazed a colorful trail along the 
route of the new transmission line 
on the mountain. 

The 24-inch searchlight, which is 
being supplied by the General Elec. 
tric Co., automatically rotates sfx 
times a minute. The summit house 
is at an elevation of 9,000 feet, al- 
most straight up from the city of 
Colorado Springs, so that the bea- 
con will be seen for many miles.

STERILIZATION OF EGES 
BY ELECTRICITY SUCCESS 


California Plant Has Capacity 
of 30,000 DozeninTen- | 
Hour Days. 


Schenectady, May 22.—A recent 
application of electric heat is in the | 
sterilization of eggs. A report | 
from the Pacific coast des¢ribes the 
success of the first machines elec- 
trically equipped for this purpose in 
that section. 

Sterilization is accomplished by 
passing the egg through an oil bath 
at 235 degrees Fahrenheit. The oil 
fills the pores in the eggshell and 
prevents air from entering. It is 
said that tests have been made 
which indicate that eggs so treated 
have been kept odorless and fresh 
for years. 

A recent installation was made at 
the Wilsey Bennett Co., of Peta- 
luma. The machine has a capacity 
of 30,000 dozen eggs per 10-hour 
day, although it can be regulated 
to almost any speed up to that 
point. The sterilizing tank holds 
45 gallons of oil and is heat-insu- 
lated with a l-inch air space. The 
processing oil circulates from a 
shallow pan near the floor to the 
sterilizing tank and back again by 
means of an automobile gear pump. 
The eggs are automatically dipped 
for 3% seconds. Heat control is 
maintained automatically. 

The machine is completely elec- 
trified, using General Electric 
equipment. Prior to the use of 
electric heat, steam, kerosene, nat- 
ural and artificial gas or gasoline 
were used as fuels. It was found 
tuat, although the fuel cost re- 
mained about the same as with gas, | 
close heat regulation, a very essen- 
tial factor, was obtained only with 
electricity. Further advantages of 
electric heat were ‘found to be 
cleanliness and a saving in labor, 
two men only being needed with 
the electrical process, while a third 
was formerly used to regulate the

Proper Pressure Reduces the 
Flexing Movements and 
Lessens Heat. 


EXPANSION IS SLIGHT

motorists who decrease the air 
‘pressure in your tires during warm 
weather vou are robbing yourself 
of many milea of service, 

While it is admittedly true that 
reat does increase the air pressure 
in tires the percentage of increase 
‘is so alight that it is not even an 
important factor in tire wear. 

Many tire usera will counter with 
the claim that on various occasions 
the air pressure has been Increased 
several pounds by actual check 
with an alr gauge. 

This is true. But it is not the 
air pressure inerease that causes 
rapid wear, it ia the generation of 
heat. For inatance, examine two 
‘tires, one in which the air pressure 
‘is several pounds below tormal, 
the other at the prescribed and 
' proper pressure, 
| The tire which is inflated. ts gun 
at a fairly high rate of speed over 
hot roads, Sidewalls, cords and 
tread flex much more severely each 
minute than at normal pftessure. 
Every flex or movement of the 
underinflated tire produces heat, 
After a time, heat developed has 


‘caused the air pressure to increase | 
norma! ° 


to somewhere wuear the 
pressure But that air pressure 
has been generated by terrific ef 
fort on the part of the tire at great 
cost to the tire'’s life 

On the other hand the tire which

The congress 
will send a letter to every citizens 
association asking their support in 
this matter so that the whole Dis- 
trict will wage a determined war- 
fare. 


All P.-T. A. members wish to ex- 
tend a vote of appreciation to the 
Ways and means chairman, Mrs. 
Louis Castell, for the success of the 
P.-T. A. theater party in the Na- 
tional theater recently.

The national convention in At- 
lanta laid great stress on the ‘‘sum- 
mer round-up of the children” as!

Since there are many peculiarities 
about giants that are abnormal, but 
not exactly what we call disease, 
some get around the difficulties by 
calling giantism a condition. All 
this is a quarrel over words. 


Giantism is caused by an abnor- 
mality in some of the ductless 
glands. The one which outranks 
all others in producing abnormal 
growth is called the pituitary body. 
This gland is located inside the 
skull, on the under surface of the 
fore middle part of the brain. There 
ere four quarters to this body. Ab- 
normal growth results from disease 
in the forward two of these quar- 
ters. In some cases, though not al- 
Ways, an X-ray examination of the 
skull will show changes in this 
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gland and the bones of the skull 
near it. 

During childhood this pituitary 
body, and perhaps the thymus, the 
thyroid, the gonads and the pineal, 


all take a hand in regulating 
growth. In adult life all of these 
glands retire from the business of 
promoting and regulating growth. 
Occasionally the pituitary breaks 
away and continues growth away 
beyond the usual bounds, or, having 
stopped when the age of maturity 
arrived, later starts up again and 
causes giantism. 

The growth-is essentially in the 
bones, the soft parts taking their | 
cue from the bones.

One name for the disease is leon- 
tiasis, because the face somewhat 
resembles that of a lion.

Since 
no one can anticipate it until signs 
of it appear, I expect your “pre- 
vent’ question meant, if a person 
recognizes that his bones are be- 
ginning to grow out of bounds, can 
he stop it? If so, the answer is— 
No. 

Can I answer another question? 
“Does it do any harm?” The an- 
swer is—~—‘Some.’’ People with ac- 
romegaly die young, as a rule, They 
have a short span of life. Circus 
giants generally die young, I am 
told. As a rule they are slow and

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dull, both mentally and physically, — 
Yet there are exceptions. I know

acromegaly——the worst form of 
giantism.

HE real expedition to the north 
pole is yet to start. 
This is the startling infor- 
mation vouchsafed by Capt. 
Horatio Bingle, veteran ex- 
plorer of F street, who has 
handled more schooners than any other 
living man, previous to the time when 
an unkind Congress, guided by a docu- 
ment prepared by one Andy Volstead, 
put a crimp in the captain’s favorite in- 
door sport. Celebrated for his ability 
to harpoon a drink, even from a Scotch- 
man, and?! noted for having intrepidly 
faced many a bar in his long and hazard- 
ous career, the captain regards himself 
as eminently fitted to conduct this pro- 
posed expedition.

SING the rotors for motive 
power, I will force the wind to 
convey us to our destination, which, like 
the time of departure, is still unknown. 
This will save useless waste of gasoline 


and also leave more room for carrying 
other liquids. Just think of the joy a 
gasoline tank full of hot coffee or other 
stimulating beverage would bring to a 
weary crew at the north pole. I feel 
kinder guilty in not using gas because 
I am afraid that it will influence a well- 
known aged philanthropist to discon- 
tinue his practice of presenting huge 
dimes to worthy children and others, 
but somebody has to suffer in the inter- 
est of economy. If you don’t believe 
that last statement, ask the pork barrel 
members of Congress. 

“Oh, yes; I forgot to tell of the econ- 
omy we are going to effect in filling our 
gas bag. These other chaps use nitro- 
gen, which is expensive, or helium, 
which costs more. We have arranged 
to put a special vent in the dome of the 
Capitol, anchor our bag over it and then 
have some kind- hearted gentleman in-

I only hope that 
it isn’t solid ice, for I wouldn’t want it 
to melt on the way back. 

“Uncle Bim Gump, uncle of ‘Andy, is 
collaborating with me on plans for the 
airship. He owns most of Australia, 
according to The Washington Post, and 
I have learned how he got it. He re- 
fused to advance one penny in the great 
cause of science as exemplified by this 
proposed great expedition, but offered 
all the advice I could possibly use. I 
told him that I was already acquainted 
‘with Billy Mitchell, and that I knew a 
lot of congressmen, senators and what 
have you, but since he has had so much 
experience transporting little Chester 
back and forth across the world, I would 
accept his advice provided that he would 
mail it i in and not send it by cable collect.

Washington this week for one of the 
*"most representative Red Cross meetings ever 
The second Pan- 
American Red Cross conference, which will 
open at Continental Memorial hall Tuesday 


“" afternoon, will bring here representatives 
‘:'from practically évery country of the two 


+ Americas, and also delegates from Australia, 
China, Germany, India, Italy, Japan, the 
_Netherlands, Poland, Portugal, Sweden, 


‘Greece and Bermuda. 


The conference is being held under the 
auspices of the League of Red Cross Societies 
and the American Red Cross, which is a mem- 
ber of the league, will act as host to the 
visiting delegations. 


The attention of the conference will be 
focused on three outstanding problems—plans 
for closer international cooperation between 
the Red Cross societies of the world follow- 
ing major disasters, methods for raising the 
* health standards of the western world, and 

- plans for the further promotion of the Junior 
Red Cross movement in the two Americas. 

The delegates will be welcomed at the 
opening session Tuesday by President Cool- 
_, idge, as president of the American Red Cross; 
‘“by Judge John Barton Payne, executive head 
“of the organization, who will act in behalf of 
the board of governors of the League of Red 
"** Cross Societies, of which he is chairman, and 
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is still in his Pink silk Pajamas, a ward- 
robe, which, if found out, will lose him 
his seat.

health and welfare bodies of the United 
States. 
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HE League of Red Cross Societies, under 


whose auspices the conference is being 
held, is an international federation of 54 
national Red Cross organizations, with head- 
quarters in Paris. It owes its inception to the 
foresight and initiative of an American, 
Henry P. Davison, chairman of the war 
council of the American Red Cross. He saw

Cross societies in time of peace as well as 
war, to relieve suffering at all times, wherever 
it occurs, and from whatever cause. 

In 1919, at Mr. Davison’s instigation, the 
Red Cross societies of the United States, 
France, Great Britain, Italy and Japan, 
founded the League of Red Cross Societies. 
Today, 54 independent national Red Cross 
societies are members of the league, which 
is a voluntary organization without racial, 
religious or political complexion of any kind. 

The purpose of the league is to facilitate 
international cooperation among Red Cross 
societies which are working for ‘‘the im- 
provement of health, the prevention of 
disease, and the mitigation of suffering 
throughout the world.”’ 


This is the second Pan-American confer- 
ence called by the league. Delegates to the 
first gathering, which met in Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, in 1923, determined then that the 
next conference should be held in the United 
States within not less than four years. 


The rapid growth of the Latin-American 
organizations finds them in a stronger posi- 
tion today to cooperate in broad plans for 
concerted action following major disasters in 
the Western world, and in movements for 
the improvement of health standards, than 
they have been since their organization. 

From the discussions at the conference are 
expected to come definite plans for closer 
cooperation between the societies of the two 
Americas following disasters of sufficient 
magnitude to constitute national emergencies. 
The frequency and destructiveness of earth- 
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program layed out for the day. That is, 
you could look and see what acts were 
supposed to goon.

Plans for raising the health standards of 
the countries of North and South America 
will be another subject of important dis- 
cussion by the delegates. A wide dissemina- 
tion of health information, the organization 
of classes in home hygiene, the establishment 
of schools of nursing, and the support of 
public health nurses and doctors are some of 
the activities the Red Cross organization of 
the Western world are now promoting to im- 
prove health conditions in these countries. 
The discussion will center around suggestions 
for the further development of these services, 
and for the institution of new measures for 
disease prevention and control. 
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HE further promotion of the Junior Red 

Cross also will receive careful considera- 
tion. More than ten million children in over 
forty countries of the world are now enrolled 
in this arm of the Red Cross. In addition 
to discussing the local programs of com- 
munity service conducted by the Juniors, the 
delegates will give special attention to the 
international aspects of the movement. The 
international exchange of correspondence be- 
tween the school children of the countries 
through their Junior Red Cross organizations 
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thirty minute sketch. Then some other 
one had five minutes; then another one 
was billed for 40 minutes.

globe. 

From Paris comes Dr. Rene Sand, secre- 
tary general of the League of Red Cross So- 
cieties, who is one of thé best known au- 
thorities on public health in the world. Dr. 
Sand was formerly in charge of industrial 
hygiene work for the Belgian government, 
and during the war was head of a large Bel- 
gian Red Cross hospital. Since becoming the 
adviser in international health matters to the 
league in 1917 he has visited the United 
States twice to study industrial conditions. 
In 1920 he was appointed secretary of the 
Belgian University foundation by Herbert 
Hoover.

For hawks, 
instead of circling above the 
game and dropping onto it, pur- 
sue it from the same plane, 
catching it still struggling in 
their claws and carry it off to 
some convenient place on the 
ground to kill it. 


Fighting an enemy airship on 
the same plane is less effective 


where the birds were 
known to roost, and 
the twig cut so that 
the weight of the bird 
would instantly cause 
it to fall. Thus the 
falcon would obliging- 
ly stick its leg into the 
knot, which would pull 
tight when it tried to 
fly off again.

LCONRY, as those familiar with the 
FE isstors of the Middle Ages know, was 
. once the established national sport of 
English gentlemen. Hunting with these 
swift,..powerful birds of prey was so uni- 
versally popular that not to love it was con- 
sidered a mark of churlishness. Every great 
country estate had its bird cote and its ex- 
pert caretakers who trained the falcons. But 
with the advent of firearms, the sport waned 
and..for the last two centuries it has almost 
passed into oblivion. 

Now interest in falcons is being revived. 
but for a purpose quite different from ‘hunt- 
ing. Aviators think that by studying the 
birds in their deadly and inevitably success- 
ful encounters with their prey, they may 
Jearn from them how to bring down enemy 
planes—maneuvering, swooping and striking 
with the mortal precision used by the falcons 
in their attacks on game birds. 


The falcon is the most powerful bird of 
its bulk that flies, the ‘‘terror of the skies.’ 
It is a strong, fierce bird with long pointed 
wings, swift in flight, and it deals death in 
midair with one clutch of its relentless talons 

Having sighted its prey, the falcon circles 
upward until it is almost directly above the 
luckless partridge or dove, then ‘‘stooping”’ 
overhead, it drops downward like a plummet. 
_ When it is within a few feet of its adversary, 
the falcon protrudes his powerful legs and 
talons to their full length, closing up its 
wings just as if it had ceased flying in midair. 

In an instant he swoops, killing not by the 
force of impact but by the sheer grip of his 
aclaws. He seems to possess infallible judg- 
ment in measuring distances, carries out his 
attack with consummate skill, and invariably 
wins. For if the victim escapes temporarily, 
the falcon employs multiple elaborate ma- 
neuvers until he conquers. What better ex- 
ample could future ‘‘aces”’ find for striking at 
enemy planes! 

Approach in both cases is the same—the 
falcon and the dove or the pursuit plane and 
the fleeing enemy. It is necessary for the 
pursuit plane to gain a certain elevation be- 
fore it can begin actual attack, just as the 
falcon-does. By studying the arcs of the fal- 
con and. the effect of the wind on its swoop, 
* the airman can close in about the enemy 
plane, effect a successful attack with his 
bombs and popping machine guns and get 
away with a minimum of personal danger, 
while the stricken victim falls in flame to 
the ground. 

Learning from falcons how to win air bat- 
_ tiles is of consistent use in aeronautics. Birds 
are, of course, the original modeis for the 
' heavier-than-air machines and in the earlier 
days of flying. men studied the movements 
_of the feathered fliers, noting the way they 
held their wings and tails in sailing and 
' gliding and circling upward, adapting their 
natural abilities to the fundamentals of avi- 
vation. 


_ Now ‘attention .is turned to specialized 
flights; and so the falcon, called by naturalists 
‘the most perfect of winged creatures, admir- 
‘ably adapted for speed, strength and endur- 
ance, has been chosen to teach the fine points 
~ aerial warfare. 
\mong the airmen who are very much in- 
# ‘ested in studying the flights and attacks 
uC ‘alcons in order to acquire skill in aerial 
fi: hting, is Lieut, Russell Luff Meredith, a 
bursult pilot in the United States air service. 
e has been experimenting with the birds for 
i vevabyears and is a stanch advocate of using 
them for guidance in aerial combat. | 
While he was a cadet at West Point, even 
Ustore’ he entered the air service,

Meredith began to be inter- 
ested in falcons and the possi- 
ble lessons they might teach 
airmen. The birds are no 
longer easy to snare as they 
seem to have been in the 
Elizabethan age, and he had a 
right hard time scaling and 
combing the cliffs near the 
Military Academy to get new 
birds to add to his stock of pet 
falcons. 


Not long ago he was told 
that a falcon made its home in 


-the clock tower of the Post- 


office building in Washington, 
where he was stationed at the 
time, and greatly to the amuse- 
ment of unsympathetic friends, 
he climbed up into the old 
musty tower, day after day, and 
watched the bird as it circled 
about. He wasn’t able to cap- 
ture it, but he claims he got 
some very good tips about fly- 
ing from it. 


Lieut. Meredith places great 
value upon the falcons he has 
captured and trained for his 
own use in studying aerial 
warfare. Last fall when one 
of his favorite pets broke its 
wing at Selfridge field, he im- 
mediately took out his plane, 
placed the injured bird in the 
cockpit with him, and flew 
away as fast as possible to 
Washington where he sought 
out one of the best physicians 
in the city. Together the doc- 
tor and the lieutenant repaired 
the broken wing, administering 
ether to the falcon and grafting 
into the broken wing the 
thigh bone of a pigeon. It was 
a very successful operation. 


So important does Lieut. 
Meredith think falcons are in 
the study of aerial warfare 
that he is now petitioning the 
government to remove the re- 
striction placed against im- 
porting birds of prey into the 
Hawaiian islands, where he has 
been ordered for service. He 
declares that the presence of 
the birds is absolutely neces- 
sary to the continuance of his 
experiments. 

The Hawaiian islands, it will 
be remembered, are still smarting under the 
ill-advised importation of the mongoose. 
These were brought in to exterminate the 
rats which were causing great destruction to 
the fields of sugar cane. The planters were 
very much alarmed at the time, and as soon 
as it was suggested that the mongoose was 
an enemy to the rats, the importation began. 

Soon, however, it was seen that the rats 
were developing new powers of protection 
against the enemy mongoose, and that in- 
stead of sticking to its intended purpose, the 


mongoose was turning its appetite to ground 
birds. 


Consequently. the island was in fair way. 


to losing some of its most beautifully feath- 
ered fowl. A ban was issued immediately, 
prohibiting the importation of any bird, or 
animal that would prey upon wild fowl. _ 
An exception will probably be allowed in 
Meredith’s case, for he has promised that 
scrupulous care will be taken that his falcons 
let the wild birds alone and that they’ll be 
used only for instruction in military tactics 


- in the air.

tian era. 
Designs of 

wings very 

similar to the in- 
signia worn by 
our aviators to- 
day are found in 
fragments of 
sculpture in the 
ruins of ancient 
Assyria, and 
these are . be- 
lieved to be rep- 
resentative of 
falcons. Later 
reliefs show hawks’ heads and huntsmen bear- 


ing the falcons on their wrists. The Greeks 


and the Romans were thoroughly versed in 
falconry, and writings of the earliest times 
showed that they considered it was a very pic- 
turesque and gentlemanly sport. Even the 
original Britons knew something about train- 
ing the falcons for hunting, and what they 
didn’t know they soon learned from the 
Anglo-Saxons and the Romans after various 
invasions. 

By the fourth or fifth century falconry hafl 
become the established sport of England, and 
that it remained until the seventeenth cen- 
tury. Even the women joined in the sport 
and the terms used in falcoffry grew to be 
so much a part of ordinary conversation that 
the unfortunate person who wasn’t thorough- 
ly versed in the sport was rather apt to be 
left out of the chatter in the drawing room. 

Formal proposals of marriage were 
couched in hunting phrases, and records tell 
of one young maid who substituted a falcon, 
perched on a leathern glove, for a bridal 
bouquet, and pledged her marriage vows in 
excellent terms of falconry. 

Snaring the falcons was an art in itself, 
though the traps in which they were caught 
were of the simplest nature. A loose noose

Or he of- 
fered criticism to a fellow huntsman on the 
matter of bells and trappings for his bird. 


During feudal times in England when every 
inch of ground was ruled by some overlord 
and the peasantry were scarcely allowed to 
call their souls their own, hunting wag con- 
trolled by the nobility. They had huge game 
preserves and the daring wretch caught 
poaching was lucky to get off with his life. 
He had little use for falcons, and he was bet- 
ter off without a taste for hunting. 


Indeed, so exclusive did the well born be- 
come in the regulation of falconry that cer- 
tain desirable species of the birds could be 
kept for hunting only by those of certain 
ranks. For instance, only an earl could hunt 
with a peregrine falcon, and the knights and 
lesser lights had to content themselves with 
less skillful hawks. 


During the reign of Edward III falcons 
came to be so highly valued that the crime of 
stealing one was actually punished. by hang- 
ing. When the falcons by some means és- 
caped from their masters, breaking the tiny 
leathern ‘‘jesses’’ which bound their legs and 
to which the chains were attached, it was a 
matter of great importance to recapture them. 

Falcons can fly at a great speed, at an aver- 
age of some 60 miles an hour—braggart 
huntsmen of Elizabethan days claimed they

could fly 90 or more—and often when a bird 


escaped from some English estate, it would 
be discovered the next day in Ireland or Scot- 
land. Courtesy demanded that, on being 
caught, it should be turned over to the over- 
lord who ascertained its owner by some mark- 
ing on the hood or steel spurs with which 


falcons were equipped by their masters, and . 


that as soon as possible it should be returned, 
even if it necessitated sending out a small 
army of retainers. 


During one of the bitterest periods of the. 
Hundred years’ war with France, the English 
King, Henry V, discovered an errant falcom 
belonging to the French ruler, perching in @ 
turret of his castle. Even under such cir- 
cumstances, he had the falcon snared, and 
with every care taken for its safe keeping, he 
returned it to its rightful master with a great 
flourish of courtesy. With it he sent a note

saying that he hoped the bird’s flight to Eng- | 
land was an augury of good, and that peace. 
would soon be restored between the two coun-. 


tries. 

By the time of Elizabeth the sport had be- , 
come more democratic. Even a country squire 
could boast of owning a peregrine.

so did Mary, Queen of Scots, who spent much 
of her time during imprisonment in flying her 
favorite birds.

Certainly so fine’a bird is entitled to a name 
of its own. 

The nesting season is on. Quiet little 
Mrs. Grouse is attending strictly to her do- 
mestic affairs, while her handsome, self-im- 
portant mate still occasionally drums for the 
admiration he so dearly loves. From the 
reports that reached me all though the hunt- 
ing season last fall I fear that certain con- 
siderable areas throughout the normal range 
of this bird have missed to a great degrec 
the rolling thunder of those swiftly moving 
wings, for there is no question but that last 
year there was a serious’ shortage of ruffed 
grouse in many localities. Especially true 
was this over very extensive areas in Canada.

AM still being asked if we have yet dis- 
covered the specific disease responsible 
for the scarcity of these splendid game birds, 
and if it is a periodic epidemic, such as the 


disease which every few years is so fatal to 
the varying hare, or snowshoe rabbit. Not 
only have we not discovered a specific dis- 
ease, but wes have not even definitely de 
cided that it is a disease at all which accounts 
for these periodic disappearances of the 
ruffed grouse. That the bird is subject to 
several diseases has been definitely proven 
by the investigations conducted by Dr. Arthur 
A. Allen, of Cornell university, and Dr. Al- 
fred ©. Gross, of Bowdoin college, Maine. 
But the diseases so far found are far less 
important in their bearing on the decrease of 
these birds than’ are some of the parasites 
which have been discovered. But so far no 
one disease or one parasite appears to have 
been sufficiently prevalent or so widely dis- 
tributed as to warrant being held responsible 
for the prevailing conditions. 

Under the direction of the American Game 
Protective association these investigations 
are being and are to be continued. Therefore, 
it is most desirable that as much data as 
possible be obtained on the nesting conditions 
prevailing throughout the range of the grouse. 
Wet weather is apt to be as fatal to young 
grouse as it is to young turkeys. Forest fires 
may destroy nests and eggs, and even the nest- 
ing birds. A superabundance of natural ene- 
mies, such as foxes, weasels, hawks and owls, 
will of necessity have effect. Two other natural 
enemies, which I am inclined to think have 
not hitherto borne their just share of blame 
for the destruction of grouse, are the red 
squirrel and the common house cat which has 


gone wild. 
A number of reports have reached me of . 


apparent evidence that the red squirrel is 
destructive to eggs of grouse. Any one who 
knows this sprightly, noisy little rascal knows 
that there is little which can escape those 
bright eyes of his. Being himself at home in

Half-Forgotten Romances of American History 


STONEWALL JACKSON AND ELEANOR JUNKIN. 


by KLISABETH ELLICOTT POE. 
N the chaplet of the native heroes the 
f proud Old Dominion points to a golden 
leaf on which are inscribed the words 
“Stonewall Jackson’’ with the tenderness 
of a mother and the tribute of a tear. Ever 
will his native State regard his memory as 
blessed and preserve for future generations 
his untarnished record of heroic deeds; an 
upright and noble life and a type of military 
genius that has rarely been equaled and sel- 
dom excelled. 
The bravery of Jackson and his men and 
.heir absolute fidelity to the cause of the 
South led to the coining of that famous phrase 


“standing like a stone wall’? that has en- 
riched the vocabulary of the world and ren- 


dered their deeds an epic of American history. 
The appeal to the imagination in this incident 
is very great, especially for the young, and 
it proved and proves that the days of chivalry 
are not overpast, but that whererer the occa- 
sion arises noble knights spring up and dis- 
arm the enemies of a people with their match- 
less swords. 

Near this great chieftain and leader, the 
Bayard-like Lee, within the classic precincts 
of historic old Lexington, now sleeps Stone- 
wall Jackson. His story is as a tale that is 
told and, yet remembrance glancing back 


over the stirring years between, still cherishes 
with fond devotion every tale and incident of 
his memorable life. 

It will come as a matter of surprise to 
many who have entertained the belief that 


Smithsonian Archeologist 
To Explore Pueblo Bonito | 


Pueblo Bonito, trading center of apart- 
ment-dwelling peoples in the American South- 
west when Rome fell, but which in its turn 
was overtaken by disaster and deserted a 
thousand years ago, is again to come under 
the restorative care of the National Geo- 
graphic society. The socioty is sending out 
Nefl M. Judd, of the National museum, un- 
der the Smithsonian institution, to,.carry on 
his sixth season of work on the famous ruin. 

The Smithsonian archeologist will have 
with him a staff of ten technical experts, In- 
cluding an engineer, surveyor, geologist and 
architect, and 40 Indian workmen. Inten- 
sive exploration will be carried on until No- 
vember. 

“In its time,’ said Mr. Judd before his 
departure, ‘‘Pueblo Bonito was one of the 
largest and ;certainly the most important of 
all the Pueblo villages of the Southwest. It 
was the radiating center of lines of inter- 
tribal commerce—with Mexico, with the Paci- 
fle coast and with the North. This we know 
because weifind such things as skeletons of 
macaws which were brought up from Merico 
to be used probably as clan totems, and 
shells from the Pacific. 

“In spite of these evidences of far-reach- 
ing wanderings, however, the Bonitians were 
primarily a sedentary and agricultural peo- 
ple. They grew corn, beans and squash; they 
cultivated cotton. We find evidences of cangls 
for diversion of flood waters—canals which 
reveal a remarkable attempt to overcome the 
natural disadvantages of their desert sur- 
roundings. 

“This is the more remarkable in that the 
people of Pueblo Bonito had no beasts of 
burden -and so had to do all their/ work by 
hand. Furthermore they were people of the 
‘stone age with no metal tools to facilitate 
their work. Their axes were of stone and 
thelr plows were wooden sticks. 

' “They made pottery and cotton cloth and 
wove the fiber of the yucca plant into san- 
dals. But their pueblo constitutes their 
finest achievement. In its -day Pueblo 
‘Bonito probably housed 1,600 people. It was 
America’s finest prehistoric apartment house. 
‘We have traced 350 rooms on the ground 
floor and estimate that fn all the pueblo 


contained 800 rooms and 32 kivas or sub- 
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terranean ceremonial rooms. The outer wall 
s four stories and still stands to a hefght 


of 40 feet. 


The mass of buildings resembles some- 
the Coliseum cut in half. The wall 
which forms the diameter of the half circle 
measures 618 feet and the greatest depth is 
310 feet. The entire area covered amounts 
to a little more than three acres. In addi- 


* .tlon we have uncovered the foundations of 
other buildings underiying the pueblo proper 
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and stretching 600 feet eastward. These ap- 


-. pear nexer to have been completed.” 
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Pueblo Bonito represents four distinct pe- 
riods of construction, according to Mr. Judd. 
The three later masonry types differ radically 
from the earlier and are incontestably the 
work of a highly civilized group, foreign to 
the region, that came in several generations 
after the original pueblo was erected and, 
by invitation, took up residence on the same 
site. These newcomers soon dominated the 
community; it is their distinctive culture that 
has made Pueblo Bonito world famous, Thus 
two distinct peoples lived together amicably 
in great democracy of spirit, each retaining 
its Own culture and perhaps even its own 
tongue. 

The political unit was the clan, a group 
of related families. The ceremonial cham- 
bers scattered throughout the pueblo indi- 
cate this. Each had its own representatives 
on the town council; this latter elected a 
principal chief, perhaps annually, as the 
modern Pueblos do, and designated a general 
council] which met in the grand central kiva, 
a circular semisubterranean structure 64 feet 
in diameter. 

‘Whenever any group grew dissatisfied it 
picked up its portable belongings and moved 
on. ‘‘We have,” said Mr. Judd, “evidence to 
prove that the earliest occupants of Pueblo 
Bonito were also the last to leave, for we 
find collected in their quarters pottery and 
artifacts which were the product of the other 
clans and which must have been left behind 
by the latter when they migrated.” 

Why did the Bonitians finally desert their 
metropolis? That is a question to whith Mr. 
Judd offers two possible. answers. It may 
have been due to the marauding attacks of 
nomadic tribes or it may have been due to 
the incréasing difficulty encountered in dig- 
ging a living out of the soil. Whatever the 
reason was, these highly developed prehis- 
toric peoples disappeared without trace— 
spurlos versenkt. Who they were, whence 
they came, whither they went—these are the 
mysteries handed down from a thousand 
years ago for the modern archeologist to 
solve. | 

The National Geographic society has main- 
tained Mr. Judd’s work for six seasons, sup- 
porting it to the extent of nearly $100,000. 
This year will probably see the end of the 
work, which has already far exceeded the 
scope originally planned. The main prob- 
lems to be attacked this summer are'two: 
the determination of the age of Pueblo 
Bonito and the solution of the stratigraphy of 
the ruins. 

The pueblo is in Chaco canyon, 110 miles 
from GeJlup, N. Mex., and 65 miles from 
the nearest point on the railroad. Thanks 
to the reconstructive ~work performed by the 
National Geographic society expedition, it

Stonewall Jackson was of middle age when 
he died, that, in reality, he was only 39 
years, a young man in every sense of the 
word, full of the vigor and enthusiasm of 


fighting for a cause he loved and on fire 


with the great adventure of a glorious fight 
for the thing he thought to be right. 

The usual picture mentally formed of Jack- 
son is of a somewhat gloomy, saturnine na- 
ture bordering on the religious fanatic. 

So history misrepresents so many of the 
great. Again and again I have been forced 
to this conclusion, principally, however, be- 
cause it is so patent that most historians 
hesitate to admit a single human impulse or 
principles for fear, in some way, it: might 
detract from the immediate greatness of 
those upon whom they are showering the 
encomiums of praise or the not always un- 
prejudiced disparagement. 

ET the great have their waves of human 

passions, emotions, failings and virtues 
much as other men. There are no supermen, 
as it were, men impervious to the ordinary 
demands of human living. ‘No man is a 
hero to his valet,’’ deciared a cynic, and 
while this statement can be challenged, yet 
there is much truth in it, notwithstanding. 

In the life of Stonewall Jackson there 
were several sweet interludes of romance. 
As a lover he was earnest, sincere and con- 
stant in his nature. Two women he loved 
truly and well, his first and second wives. 
His first wife, the sweet Eleanor Junkin, died 
while still his bride, while his second wife 
outlived him. : 

There is no better blood in the Old Domin- 
ion from the standpoint of integrity and ster1- 
ing worth than that which flowed into Stone- 
wall Jackson. He came from a line noted 
for legal genius, pioneer spirit and upright- 
ness; His father, Jonathan Jackson, was a 
lawyer of no small renown in Harrison county 
(now West Virginia), where at Clarksburg 
on January 21, 1824, Stonewall Jackson, 
christened Thomas, to which the lad after- 
ward added Jonathan, was born. 

His mother, whose father was Thomas 
Neale, was also of a prominent family. 

The first progenitor of Stonewall Jackson 


in America, John Jackson, was an Irish im- . 


migrant, of Protestant extraction, who had 
first gone to London to seek his fortunes. 
Finding little there to encourage him, he 
saved money -for passage to the New World. 
At first he settled in Cecil county, Md., but 
afterward moved into western Virginia, where 
his efforts prospered and he became a 
leading citizen. With his two sons, George 
and Edward Jackson, he served in the Revo- 
lution until its close; all three, according to 
tradition, holding commissions in the Conti- 
nental army. The eldest sén, George Jackson, 
afterward became a member of the Congress 
of the United States.

UCH was the background of the boy 
~ Thomas Jackson. Like others of his 
class, his was a gentle poverty, but none the 
less real. But the Jacksons placed education 
and integrity above mere worldly goods and 
earned and kept the good opinion of the com- 
munity. When Thomas was but 3 years old 
his father died and the widow had to strug- 
gle along for a time, striving to support her 
children on the meager returns of their farm 
and a little school she opened. | 

After a time, when the wounds of first loss 
had been healed, Mrs. Jackson married again. 
this time Capt. Blake B. Woodson, a lawver 


of Clarksburg. Shortly after this marriage 
the family moved to Fayette county, W. Va. 


But Mrs. Woodson’s health began to fail and 
finally her two small children, Thomas and 
Laura, were taken to live with their grand- 
mother, Mrs. Jonathan Jackson, in Lewis 
county. Little Thomas, when he learned he 
was to be separated from his mother, slipped 
away and hid in the woods until the uncles, 
who were to take him, had left. 

The little fellow was found sobbing and 
heartbroken late that night. The next day 
bribes and coaxing persuaded him to go with 
the uncles on a short visit. Alas, it was to 
be a long separation for his mother, for sev- 
eral months later the children were sent back 
to her—for a final farewell, for she was on 
her death bed. . 

Happy days passed with the beloved grand 
mother until Thomas’ twelfth year, when she 
died and he once more became a wanderer. 
This time he was received into the household 
of relatives named Brake, who lived a few 
miles from Clarksburg. Little Tom tired of 
it there, however, and took French leave and 
went back to grandmother’s, where his 
bachelor uncles still lived. His sole comment 
on his escapade was to say gravely: ‘‘Uncle 
Brake and I don’t agree; I have quit him and 
shall not go back any more.’ And he did not 
return. 

One of the uncles, Cummins E. Jackson, 


. Was a man of some prominence in the com- 


munity. He early recognized the ability of 
the lad, saw that he received all available 
education and at the age of 16 years had 
him appointed constable. This was a grave 
responsibility for such a youth and it no doubt 
had a great influence in forming the character 
of the man that was to be. Lassies were in 
the offing at this time, but we hear no tales 
of boy and girl love. Jackson was too busy 
with his legal documents.

HILE constable a chance came for Wesi 
Point, which the boy, who was to prov« 
one of the leading military geniuses of Amer- 
ica, eagerly accepted, and in 1842 he suc- 
ceeded in passing the examination. It was 
a famous class he entered; among his class- 
mates being Gens. George B. McClellan, Fos- 
ter, Reno, Stoneman, Couch and Gibbons, o: 
the Federal army, and Gens. A. P. Hill, 
Pickett, Maury, D. R. Jones, W. D. Smith 
and Wilcox, of the Confederate army. He dic 
well in his classes, considering his limited 
preliminary education. :

In his family was an attractive 
daughter, Eleanor, the belle of the little town 
and the toast not only of the collegians put 
the cadets of the military institute as well. 


Some one writing of her has said: “Eleanor 


had more pretensions to. beauty than some of 
her sisters and was of a merrier, more social 
disposition. Her religious faith, having the 
simplicity of a trustful child, made her one 
of the sunniest, happiest of beiitgs. This 
brightness of temper, and a calm, clear judg- 
ment, Eleanor inherited from her lovely 
mother.” we f 

As a member of the faculty of the institute, 

ackson soon became acquainted with Dr. 
Junkin’s family. He was an object of in- 
terest, for he had his Mexican war record, 
and it soon became noticeable that Eleanor 
was particularly interested in the new pro- 
fone . -Jackson was in love for the first time 
in his life. Romance with a big R. had enter- 
ed his story and all the world was changed. 
As a wooer he was impetuous and his suit 
prosperéd. Without taking the world, other 
than his flancee’s parents, very much into his 


confidence, he won the young lady's hand aud 
in August, 1853, they were married. 
- = ~ = 


N a letter to a sister announcing the marri- 

age, Jackson epitomized, in a brief sen- 
tence or two, what his wife meant to him. 
He wrote: ‘‘To me my wife is a great source 
of happiness.’’ Alas, for human happiness 
that fits even while we speak of it! Within 
a few short months he knelt at the bedside 
of his dying wife, suddenly stricken, without 
warning, and felt this great blessing being 
taken from him. 

A contemporary says that “his grief was 
s0 great as to seriously alarm his friends. 
Yet, even then he was most anxious not to 
sin by questioning in his heart the wisdom 
and rectitude of God’s dealings with him. 
For a long time his taste for secular occupa- 
tions and pleasures was lost, and his only 
aspirations pointed to the other world.”’ 

In this regard it is interesting to quote the 
testimony of a gallant Confederate officer, 
who went to Richmond to see Gen. Jackson at 
the height of his fame. He found him in ua 


tiny hall bedroom, furnished simply with a - 


bed and a single chair. But on a small table 
was the one book in the room: the Bible, the 
inspiration from which Stonewall Jackson 
drew his way of life. 


Speaking of his wife's death. Jackson said: 
“My dear Ellie has now gone on a glorious 
visit, though through u« gloomy portal. Her 
companions are of the Glorified Host.

What Do You Know About Rugs? 


THE STORY OF THE SOUMAKS. 


® HOUSE AND GARDEN 


Except for the Khilim the Soumak rug is 
the only plileless rug woven in the Orient, 
but the flat diagonal stitch of the Soumak is 
not in the least like the Khilim and the 
loose ends of the back and the distinctive 
patterns make it easy to identify. 


The. term. Soumak, by which the rugs are 
known, is merely an abbreviation of the an- 
cient name of the town where they are made 
—Soumake or Shemaka—but the rugs are 
often called Turkish or Persian or Kashmir 
by the trade’ with the idea of enhancing their 
value thereby. Many people belleve that they 
come from Kashmir, in northern Indla, famed 
all over the world for its peerless shawls, put 
actually they are made in the old Caucasian 
market town on the shores of the Caspian 
sea. 

The patterns fall into geometric lines and 
the details of the designs are fitted together 
like a mosaic. Usually the fleld is occupied 


from one end to the other by three or four | 


large medallions in octagon or diamond 
shape, and within the medallion a cruciform 
figure is repeatedly used. The origin of this 
peculiarity on an Eastern carpet has been 
traced back to remote antiquity, when, it is 
surmised, the earliest weavers of the Soumaks 
were Armenians, and these men wrought the 


symbol of their Christianity. into the rugs as 


they made them. The cross remains, though 
the weaving is now done by followers of the 
prophet. . 


Study of a Soumak will reveal that one

At the same time the old tradition is not lost,

Patching a Broken Cement Walk. 


In repairing a break ina cement sidewalk, 
carefully remove any broken fragments of con- 
crete, and with warm water and a stiff brush 
scrub the broken surface until every vestige 
of loose material has been. removed. Let the 
water soak well into the old concrete, so that 
it will not dry out too soon. If the surface 
is not rough and jagged, roughen it with a 
cold chisel and hammer. 

Mix your cement mortar in the proportions 
of one part cement, two parts sand and three 
parts gravel or other aggregate, or, for a 
small job, merely mix one part of cement 
with three parts sand. Build up the broken 
place until the top and sides are in line with 
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. This done, sprinkle a little | 
pure cement on the wet surface, and trywel
